THE POSITION OF CUTCH. 


The advance in the price of cutch, 
foreshadowed in our last, arrived early 
in the week, and since then the market 
has been very firm, with a tendency 
toward still higher figures. The ad- 
vance is the natural outcome of a series 
of circumstances that were not alto- 
gether unforeseen, but which tended 
to the inevitable result. Being based 
upon natural causes, and apparently 
in no way the result of speculative 
manipulations, the advance bids fair 
to be permanent so far as this season is 
concerned. 

Mr. Henry Holden, of Boston, re- 
views the statistical position of cutch 
in a recent circular, which proves con- 
clusively that the higher prices now 
quoted are based upon an actual short- 
age in the supply. He sums up the 
position thus :

The consumption of cutch in the 
United States last year, shows a con- 
siderable increase over that of the pre- 


ceding year, according to these figures, 
and if present indications hold good 
fully as large if not a larger supply will 
be needed this year. We started 1886 
with only about one-third of the stock 
that would be necessary to supply this 
prospective demand, and according to 
reports from all sources there will be 
but a comparatively small addition to 
the stock, there beiug now only 1,999 
bags on the way from Calcutta against 
18,498 bags at the corresponding date 
last year. In view of these facts, it 
would not be surprising if the sanguine 
expectations of still higher prices should 
be realized before the season is over, 
while the continuance of present quo- 
tations at least seems to be assured.

FRAUDULENT PROPRIETARY MED- 
ICINES SOLD BY “SCALPERS.” 


The thanks of the legitimate drug 
trade and proprietors of medicines are 
due Mr, M. N. Kline of Philadelphia, 
for his exposure published in last 
week’s issue, of the swindling practices 
of a coterie of “scalpers” with head- 
quarters in that city, and for his satis- 
factory investigation of a matter which 
has been the source of great annoyance 
to all proprietors and honest dealers, 
as well as being the outcome of the 
crusade inaugurated by the ‘‘cutters” 
in the sale of proprietary goods. Mr. 
Kline follows up the clue suggested by 
an esteemed correspondent in these 
colums last August and the results of 
his labors are duly appreciated. His 
facts and figures leave no room for 
doubt and he hesitates not in laying 
bare to the public gaze the glaring of- 
fenses of the medicine manipulators 
and confidence operators, who plied 
their game successfully on unsuspect- 
ing manufacturers and jobbers until 
their movements became so bold that 
suspicion was aroused and some of the 
accused parties are now in the toils of 
justice. By the systematic method of 
purchasing bottles, filling them with a 
vile decoctions and placing them in the 
market as an exact imitation of well 
known medicines at twenty-five per 
cent. below the bottom price of pro- 
prietors, the unprincipled ‘tenemies of 
high pries” managed to realize a hand- 
some profit at the expense of the legit- 
imate manufacturer and consumer. 
The well worked scheme to get sup- 
plies of wrappers and labels was hap- 
pily nipped in the bud by the diligence 
of parties imposed upon, as they 
dropped to the conclusion that the ex- 
cuse of flooded cellars and soiled goods 
was repeated too often to be founded on 
fact. A further investigation will pro- 
bably disclose the most thorough “‘skin 
game” ever concocted or known 
in commercial circles, as all the 
proprietors have not been heard 
from. The “‘scalpers” had a wide field 
to cover and when discovered in one 
case would open accounts with a fresh 
house, but they failed to cover their 
tracks and convicting evidence con- 
tinues to be found against them. Wy- 
eth’s articles may be added to the list 
given by Mr. Kline as being counter- 
feited, and how many others served 
the same purpose we are not prepared 
tosay. Before the “cutting” move- 
ment was inaugurated, the REPORTER 
found occasion to criticise the action 
of some proprietors for refusing to 
supply wrappers and labels for dam- 
aged goods, but now that it has led to 
such practices of deception, they are 
justified in protecting their property 
by refusing to recognize all requests of 
that character except when soiled 
goods are sent to them for repairs. 

The exposure of the fraudulent 
proprietary medicines is the death 
knell of the “scalping ” business, which 
was conceived in iniquity and born of 
malpractice. It brands with suspicion 
all low-priced goods and leaves but 
one conclusion, that cutters will either 
go to the wall or thrive by dishonest 
means. Only a meagre margin of 
profit is derived from the legitimate 





sale of this class of goods, and when 
druggists or others attempt to revolu- 
tionize trade by adopting such a suici- 
dal policy of competition, they will 
either meet the fate of bankruptcy or 
be supported by ‘‘deeds that are dark 
and tricks that are vain,” in which event 
they would have to bear the odium 
attached to the disreputable practice. 
The popularity of the ‘‘cutting” busi- 
ness will decline when the consuming 
public become acquainted with its 
true inwardness. The disastrous effects 
of counterfeiting will be more or less 
felt by manufacturers whose goods 
may be rejected in some instances on 
account of the fraudulent imitations 
doing more injury than good, but the 
present reaction in public opinion, 
which discloses the secret of low prices, 
will ultimately reestablish proprietary 
articles on their former healthy basis,

PROPOSED RETALIATORY DUTY 
ON AMERICAN PEROLEUM. 

The State Department at Washing- 
ton is in receipt of information that 
the Dutch (Netherlands) Government 
is not pleased with the proposed in- 
creased tariff on Sumatra tobacco im- 
ported so heavily from that country. 
If the United States increases the tar- 
iff on this class of tobacco the Dutch 
will, in a spirit of revenge, impose a 
prohibitory tariff on American petro- 
leum and American lumber The 
Netherlands, which annually consume 
over 25,000,000 gallons, of petro- 
leum valued at over $2,000,000, 
rank sixth in the order of 
our largest buyers, and the loss of the 
trade that would surely follow the 
enactment of the obnoxious tariff 
would be severely felt on this side of 
the water. Of the revenue of 1,000,000 
florins which it is proposed to raise by 
the new tariff, American petroleum is 
expected to pay over 800,000 
florins, the proposed duty being at the 
rate of 1 florin per 100 kilograms. At 
the coming session in February the 
Dutch Government will either adopt 
or reject the measure. If the increased 
tariff on Sumatra tobacco goes into 
effect, or the question is not compro- 


mised, by that time American 
petroleum probaply will have 
to suffer. It is to be hoped that Con- 


gress will relieve petroleum from this 
onerous duty. It can doso by killing 
the scheme of the tobacco men.

TALLOW, |GREASE AND OTHER 
SOAP STOCKS. 


The remarkably low price of taliow, 
which reached four and five-eighth 
cents with sales this week,the lowest on 
record, has attracted the attention of 
capitalists, who are disposed to believe 
that the article is a good purchase for 
speculation. There were rumors that 
considerable stock was bought pri- 
vately with the view of holding for an 
advance, but a diligent inquiry failed 
to confirm the transactions. The re- 
ports probably originated from the 
fact that three different parties are 
known to have important holdings of 
tallow, and most of it was bought at 
somewhat higher prices than the pres- 
ent quotations. The market may be 
at its lowest notch, but there is such a 
lamentable lack of confidence in values 
among dealers and consumers that 
strength to support a reaction would 
have to come from other directions. 
Many arguments are advanced against 
any material improvement, while the 
only favorable indications spoken of 
are based on the fact that the domes- 
tic consumption of tallow has largely 
increased within the past year and 
that the movement in this channel wil 
necessarily continue to enlarge to meet 
the increased wants of manufacturing 
interests. Tallow has held its own as 
a staple article, and in the making of 
soap it is held in more favor than ever, 
notwithstanding the many articles 
offered as substitutes. It has been al- 
leged and ig currently believed that 



















owing to the enlarged use of stear- 
ine, oil and greases in soap making. 
Strictly speaking they do not enter 
into competition, as’tal!ow and greases 
are used in combination in forming the 
body of soap; for dark colored and 
laundry soaps cottonseed oil is used in 
preference to grease and the sale of the 
latter has been greatly restricted on 
account of the substitution of cotton- 
seed oil, which experiments determined 
was saponifiable. It is a cheaper 
material being obtainable at less 
than four cents a pound, while 
house and _ bone grease com- 
mand four and a quarter cents and 
hog grease five cents. The latter how- 
ever, is no longer considered a soap- 
stock, being pressed and sold as No. 1 
lard oil for export. Vegetable grease, 
better known as tank bottoms, foots, 
soap stock, etc., has a limited sale 
as compared to the movement of 
other greases. About five years ago 
dealers and consumers commenced to 
notice a change in the quality of tallow 
and the cause was attributed to the oleo- 
margarine industry, for which the bet- 
ter quality of beef fat, especially all 
that portion around the kidneys of 
animals, wasreserved. The oleomar- 
garine trade did not require even its 
allotted portion, as the business in 
imitation butter was slow in growing, 
but the fine tallow found another out- 
let in oleo oil which has been sent 
abroad in large quantities to satisfy 
the palates of exacting epicures in 
Great Britain and elsewhere in the 
shape of butter. The extent of its 
sale in foreign lands is shown by the 
amount exported, the shipments for 
the eleven months of 1885 ending De- 
cember 1 aggregating 31,862,831 
pounds, as compared with 29,471,848 
pounds for the same period io 1884, 
For the fiscal year of the Government, 
closing last June, the exports of oleo 
oil were 87,120,217 pounds. 

It will be seen by the above that the 
production of tallow is lessened to a 
corresponding extent, a close estimate 
being twenty-five per cent. since the 
separation of animal fats commenced. 
But this deficit has been more than 
counterbalanced by the decre sed ex- 
ports of tallow, as shown in the follow- 
ing table taken from the annual re- 
ports of the Bureau of Statistics, clos-

For the eleven months ending De- 
cember 1, 1885, the total exports of 
tallow were 41,069,127 pounds, in com- 
parison with 47,384,156 pounds for the 
same period in 1884. The export boom 
in 1880 was principally caused by 
the comparatively low prices then 
ruling, but the present values don’t 
seein to be an inducement to foreign 
buyers, for the reason it is claimed 
that their home product is in excessive 
supply, and South American brands 
are offering for delivery to midsum- 
meron the same terms as now quoted 
for spot business. Exporters in this 
market view the growth of the South 
American industry with alarm as 
that country is not only competing 


successfully in tallow, it is claim- 
ed‘ but in various other pro- 
ducts which have been taken 


in large quantities from the United 
States. A larger foreign movement is 
considered necessary to bring about an 
improvement in price and the pro- 
spective outlet is not very encourag- 
iug. The general distrust and curtail- 
ment of wants, are not expected to be 
such a prominent feature of trade this 
year, but it will require more thana 
better commercial feeling to materially 
change the situation. We append a list

BRIGHT PROSPECTS FOR THE 
PAINT TRADE. 


If the indications at present observ- 
able on every side hold good, the paint 
trade is about to experience a period 
of prosperity such as it has not seen in 
many years. Depression, wide and 
deep, has characterized this market 
for two or three years past, but last 
fall there were evidences of a revival of 
activity and prosperity, which grew 
stronger as the season advanced, and 
when the winter began the manufac- 
turers of and the dealers in paints and 
colors found themselves with an un- 
usual number of orders on hand. Up 
to theend of the first week in January 
there was very little abatement of the 
demand. Then the great storm and 
severely cold weather froze up the 
springs of trade, and they are just be- 
ginning to thaw outagain. Even with 
this interruption mauy of the color 
makers and dealers find their or- 
ders for the month of January fully 20 
per cent, in excess of those of January 
last year- At this rate when the seas- 
on for the consumption of goods begins 
the demand should be extremely ac- 
tive. 

Those who have followed the market 
and have studied the causes of the de- 
pression so long prevailing are able to 
give plausible reasons why an improve- 
meat of a lasting nature should take 
place at the present time. It is stated 
that a policy of conservatism has actu- 
ated the consuming trade for the last 
few years, appearing more noticably 
during the twelve months just closed. 
This is now giving placetoa more lib- 
eral spirit. which shows itself in larger 
purchases aud the frequency with 
which orders are renewed. Those dis- 
tributors who a year ago bought five 
hundred pounds of white lead now or- 
der a ton and regulate their purchases 
of other goods in proportion. To go 
back to the first cause of the increased 
activity in the paint trade it may pro- 
bably be found in the fact that 
building operations are being carried 
on on an extensive scale, not only in 
the large cities but throughout the 
country. The southern states from 
which we have drawn a comparatively 
small amount of trade for years past, 
have recently entered upon an era of 
prosperity which rests on asolid basis, 
and is therefore of immense interest to 
the mauufacturing North. The increas- 
ed consumption of goods in the south- 
ern section of the country naturally in- 
cludes paints and colors, and opens a 
large and profitable outlet for the 
northern and eastern manufactures. 

In the past it has been observed that 
periods of trade prosperity were inva- 
riably inaugurated by the revival of 
the iron and similar large industries, 
and as this is the condition of affairs 
to-day, it furnishes very reasonable 
ground for the belief that the long ex- 
pected era of plenty is about to dawnj 
The theory that periods of commercial 
activity appear at intervals of seven 
years, is again about to be tested. Go- 
ing back as far as 1865 we find that 
each seventh year since that date has 
been more prosperous than the preced- 
ing six yeas, or the six that followed. 
The last and most memorable ‘seventh 
year” was 1879, therefore if there is any 
ground for the theory, 1886 must be a 
good year.

There would certainly have 
been more doing if factors had the 
stock to offer, but the market was 
bare.” 

The News statement that the Savan- 
nah market was controlled by one 
large concern, may have given rise to 
the fiction of the Wilmington corner, 
or suggested it to some person who 
was interested in a small holding and 
for whom the market was not advanc- 
ing rapidly enough. Since the News 
and Courier’s statement was first pub- 
lished a considerable advancing in 
prices has occurred and if the weather 
continues as unpropetious as it has 
been for some time past the crop will 
be very much retarded and much high- 
er prices will be the result.

DO WESTERN LINSEED CRUSHERS 
WANT TO COMBINE? 


In last week’s issue of the REPORTER 
it was stated that at a meeting of west- 
ern oil ;manufacturers, a committee 
was appointed to draft a general plan 
of organization, with the view of form- 
ing a permaneat association for mutu- 
al protection and to control prices and 
production. This committee reported 
at a later meeting held last Thursday 
in Chicago, and the plan of organiza- 
tion submitted, which is said to be a 
cross between a pool and a combina- 
tion, met with general approval. No 
definite action was taken, however, 
owing to the small attendance, as it 
was considered necessary to enlist all 
the parties interested before any pre- 
cise basis was determined upon. A 
committee was appointed to regulate 
prices with full power to act, and the 
Secretary was instructed to communi- 
cate with the remaining firms, and 
request their co-operation. The next 
meeting is announced for Monday, 
February 21. 

The crushers in attendance appre- 
ciated the meaning of the ancient 
axiom that ‘in union there isstreugth,” 
but they will doubtless find the pool- 
ing of issues a difficult task to under- 
take. Itis claimed that the smaller 
concerns are very anxious for some 
sort of an agreement to uphold the 
market in the fear of financial disaster, 
while the more substantial crushers 
are careful not to postpone the threat- 
ened danger to their competitors by 
tendering assistance, and are presuma- 
bly disinterested spectators of the 
efforts to artificially support a weak 
oil market. The fact that only twenty- 
seven firms were represented at the 
meeting out of sixty-four houses en- 
gaged in the business, partly confirms 
this opinion and it gives poor encour- 
agement for a realization of hopes in 
thatdireetion. The soliciting commit- 
tee was given ample time to make 
known the advantages or disadvant- 
ages of organization to the large ma- 
jority of absent crushers, and their 
reasons for or against ought to be 
ready by the date fixed for next meet- 
ing. Ifsuccess is not met with, the 
agitation may stimulate trade in the 
meantime and influence consumers to 
anticipate their wants in the expecta- 
tion of higher prices. The committee 
appointed to regulate values has a dif- 
ficult duty to perform when there is 
seed plenty and to spare. Crushers

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THE ALLEGED TURPENTINE 
CORNER. 


The Charleston News and Courier 
is constrained to admit that it has been 
‘taken in,” and in a recent issue says, 
after quoting the editorial from the 
REPORTER, and a few similar remarks 
from the Wilmington Star, that the 
information in regard to the corner 
was obtained from the alleged cornerer 
himself, adding that it had no reason 
for disbelieving the statement of the 
gentleman and «iid not deem it neces- 
sary to verify it, relying evidently upon 
the veracity of the “ enterprising 
Charlestonian.” As there has been no 
coufirmation of the story of a corner, 
the News and Courier is to be congrat- 
ulated upon the graceful manner in 
which it retires from a very delicate 
position, There have been other influ- 
ences at work, which have boomed up 
prices quite as effectually as a corner 
could possibly have done. The de- 
mand, which has been enlivened by 
the prospect of a decided scarcity, has 
fully, if not more than equalled the 
supplies for several weeks past, and 
advancing prices have not had the 
power to check it. The bulk of the 
stock is in second hands in the South 
ern markets and is not available, and 
with constantly decreasing receipts the 
prospects are that the market will 
shortly be bare of stocks. Regarding 
the Savannah market. the News of 
that city says in last Sunday’s issue : 
‘The turpentine market was unusually 
strong and excited yesterday, and the 
street was abundantly supplied with 
rumors, Which was industriously cireu- 
lated. It was reported that one large 
aod well-known operator had cornered 
the market, and that by Tuesday spir 
ite would be likely to touch 50c. The 
trath of the situation really is that the 
market has been under the control of 





























































den and rapid advances in prices upon 
the appearance of a more than usu- 
ally good demand. Consequently 
though the expectations of a good 
business may be realized, no boom in 
' prices are probable. Should the de- 
mand warrant it, however, there is 
likely to be a considerable rise in the 
prices of many of the staples. For 
this the increase of consumption will 
not alone be responsible, The crude 
metals, chemicals, acids, and other 
materials used by color makers have 
in a number of instances largely appre- 
ciated in cost and still havean advanc- 
ing tendency, and their product must 
necessarily follow if the manufactu- 
.rers wish to escape a loss, It is ex- 
pected, thereforo, that a gradual steady 
advance in the general line of paints 
and colors will occur should the de- 
mand for consumption fulfill present 
expectations. 

There is a possibility that disappoint- 
ment is in store for those who have 
built up hopes of a large business in 
the spring. It not unfrequently hap- 
pens that when the demand begins at 
such an early date as it has this year, 
the dealers are found to be stocked up 
in excess of the demands made upon 
them when the consuming season ar- 
rives, and thus what are usually the 
best months of the year for the manu- 
facturer and jobber turn out to be the 
poorest. No such experience is looked 
for this year as it ie believed that the 
quantity of goods carried over by the 
distributors or retailers was very small 
and that the probable consumptive re- 
quirements of the country will be suffi- 
ciently great to take care of all the 
supplies that may be ordered, and that 
instead of being overburdened with 
stock when spring opens, the small 
dealers will be compelled to increase 
their supplies. All this is of course 
contingent upon the coming of pros- 
perity to the retailers and painters, 
and hence the possibility of disap- 
pointment, 
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THE VISCOSITY TEST FOR LUBRI- 
CANTS. 


A correspondent writing, under date 
of January 11, propounds the following 
conundrum: 

“I am a seeker after light on the much talked 
and discussed subject of viscosity. At various 
times, in both your own and other trade journ- 
als, there have appeared statements in regard 
to the superiority of certain manufacturers’ 
brands of mineral oils, because of their possess- 
ing more “viscosity” than standard paraffines. 
Will you kindly state through your columns, 
in a general way for the benefit of myself and 
others, what tenable grounds anyone has for 
making such a claim.” 

The subject suggested is so wide that 
a satisfactory explanation could not 
be given ina few lines. There is no 
end to the discussion on the much 
abused, misapplied and misunderstood 
term of viscosity. Tradesmen and 
consumers in Europe, particularly in 
Great Britain, have regarded this test 
as the most valuable of any to which a 
lubricant can be put. Some of our 
home manufacturers have investigated 
very carefully as to the importance of 
arriving at the viscosity and they find 
with those who are in a position to 
judge that it is a much better test 
than the usual one of gravity, flash 
point or fire test. In every instance 
where the viscosity of the oil was made 
known, subsequent practical tests de- 
termined its superior quality, thus en- 
dorsing the method of proving the rel- 
ative thickness or body of the various 
oils and their relative weight carrying 
power. The value of any oil depends 
on the nature of its use; a thin oil 
would be worthless where a lubricant 
with a thick body is required. An oil 
that answers heavy journals may not 
be suited for light machinery, or it 
would probably give satisfaction in 
lubricating engines, but found useless 
for spindles. Some oils having a high 
lubricating power are without weight 


earrying power and though good for 
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light machinery would prove inferior 
to the thicker oils when encountering 
heavy pressures or high temperatures. 
As a viscosity paraffine oil is more dif- 
ficult to make than one not viscous, it 
is natural that mannfacturers should 
expect more money for the better pro- 
duct. But all thick oils are not supe- 
rior because they have a good 
body; they may lack other es- 
sential qualities. However, as vis- 
cosity prevents fluidity in a 
large measure whén the oils are heat- 
ed, its importance as a test can be ap- 
preciated. It is highly necessary to 
consider for what purpose the lubri- 
cant is to be used before ordering. 
The problem is a very simple one, yet 
very widespread dissatisfaction exists 
regarding results. Oil has been re- 
peatedly shipped as ‘“‘full test,” re- 
turned on account of too low viscosity, 
and upon being retested at the ship- 
ping point, found to vary widely from 
the original figures. The difficulty 
lies in the fact that the conditions un- 
der which tests are made are seldom 
twice alike. With black and paraffine 
oils the test is usually made at a tem- 
perature of seventy degrees, and for 
cylinder stocks, a temperature of two 
hundred and twelve degrees or boiling 
point is necessary. 

A short time since another corres- 
pondent of the REPORTER, wrote to 
us to inquire what was meant by vis- 
cosity. The desired information was 
furnished and the inquiry whether he 
found out what he desired to know, 
brought the following witty response: 

“Yes, I have found out that viscos- 
ity is viscosity and that an oil that is 
most viscous has the greatest amount 
of viscosity and is, therefore, the better 
lubricant; excepting always New Or- 
leans molasses, which has a greater 
amount of viscosity and is therefore 
more viscous, and having more viscos- 
ity, it must excel as a lubricant, if 
viscosity is essential to lubrication. 
We ¢an give you some Jersey butter- 
milk, which has not so much viscosity, 
but is an excellent cooler.” 

The main point is that the quality 
of mineral oils of different grades can 
be better determined by the test of 
viscosity than by any other method. 
For example, take two paraffine oils of 
twenty-five gravity and test them at 
seventy degrees temperature; the one 
which requires one hundred and forty 
seconds to run through the viscosity 
tube is unquestionably better than the 
other showing a less number of sec- 
onds. So it would be with black and 
cylinder oils, when tested at a boiling 
point temperature for the reason that 
it is the only positive temperature 
which can be maintained and at the 
same time cause them to be sufficiently 
fluid to get an accurate viscosity.

TALK OF A PETROLEUM BILL IN 
ENGLAND. 


English oil dealers have organized a 
Petroleum Association, with the osten- 
sible object of promoting the importa- 
tion into the United Kingdom of only 
the purest possible qualities of petro- 
leum and its products. Another object 
is to make cast iron rules which shall 
bind the members and effectually keep 
out of the merket all questionable 
brands of petroleum. Prior to 1585 
frequent complaints were made in the 
United Kingdom against the burning 
quality of American oils. In some cases 
American refiners were at fault, but in 
the majority the oil complained of was 
a spurious article, which had been 
foisted upon the unsuspecting trade 
by unprincipled dealers, mostly on the 
other side, who stole American trade 
marks or used American barrels. 
During 1885 a few insignificant growls 
were wafted over the ocean from Eng- 
land as to the quahty of ouroil. A 
leading English firm, in their review 
of the year, make the following 
pleasing statement: 
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“With regard to the burning quality it is sat- 
isractory to be able to say that complaints in 
this respect have been very few, showing that 
the American refiners have given their atten- 
tion to the serious representations made to 
them in the preceding year; at the same time 
the near prospect of Russian competition has 
doubtless had considerable weight.” 


It is hinted that one of the first pub- 
lic acts of the new Petroleum Associa~ 
tion will be the framing ofa bill in 
which the burning tests shall be reg- 
ulated by law. Mr. Boverton Red- 
wood, who recently visited the oil 
fields of America, and who is reported 
to have had a highly unsatisfactory 
interview with the officials of the 
Standard Oil Company, is the chem- 
ist of the Association. 

Mr. Redwood’s favorite theory is 
that oil before it is shipped from Amer- 
ica should be officially tested with 
English lamps and wicks. For a time 
American inspectors did follow this 
practice, but it was soon abandoned. 
The English dealers also claim that 
the present mode of inspection is un- 
satisfactory, in that it does not clearly 
show the real character of the cargo. 
Until Mr. Redwood perfects his test 
he and the trade back of him demand 
the old test with lamps and wicks. All 
these points will probably be treated 
upon in the biil which it is expected 
will be presented at the present session 
of the British Parliament. The action 


of the Government will be anxiously 
awaited by American refiners. 
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THERE is an erroneous impression 
regarding the duties of the proposed 
joint American and British Commis- 
sion for the settlement of the fisheries 
question between the two countries. 
A fresh adjustment has nothing to do 
with the tariff, but will deal with the 
mutual rights of the two governments 
and their subjects, to prevent collisions, 
controversies and international compli- 
cations, by the continuation of the pol- 
icy of Great Britain in giving free ad- 
mission to American vessels to the in- 
shore waters of the provinces, so that 
the vessels may not be seized for tres- 
pass. The commission, if appointed, 
will agree on the terms for securing 
this privilege, and as Great Britain is 
ready to meet the United States half 
way, an equitable conclusion is ex- 


pected.

The market for white arsenic has 
probably reached about its weakest 
point; still, the low prices quoted are 
no inducement to large buyers at the 
moment. The paris green» manufac- 
turers have not been in the market 
lately, and as they are the principal 
consumers of arsenic, the business do- 
ing is of an unimportant character. A 
competitive warfare is still to be noted 
among the makers on the other side, 
and as present prices are alleged to be 
under the cost of production, it is only 
a question of time when the number 
of mannfacturers will be reduced to a 
“survival of the fittest,” if the present 
suicidal policy is continued. Ship- 
ments are to be had at a shade un- 
der spot prices, and as the increased 
spring sales are expected to enhance 
values, arsenic is believed to be agood 
purchase for forward delivery. 
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Mr. J. A. Maxon, representing the American 
Oil Works, Limited, of Titurvilie, Pa ,made a 
pleasant call at the REPORTER office last week, 
Mr. Maxon, who has returned from a trip through 
the South, which included Richmond, Va., and 
Baltimore, Md,, reports that business is picking 
up and that his company has secured a goodly 
share of oil trade in those places.

The 
mills were owned by Col. Richardson, who died 
recently. 

Bight large salt manufactories are now turn - 
ing outsait to their full capacity about the 
village of Warsaw, N. Y.,and two more will 
soon be completed, There is a report that 
many wells will be sunk in the spring through- 
out the county. 

A large package of cocaine, which bad been 
found in the foreign mails at the New York 
Poetoffice, was taken to the seizure rvom at the 
Custem House last week. Custodian Nobile 
said that the importation of this costly drug by 
mail had become very common. 

The packages of cocaine which were last 
week found in the foreign mails and taken to 
the seizure room at the Custom House were 
yesterday delivered to the owner, the Collector 
being satisfied that there had been no attempt 
to evade the payment of duty. 

Each year the amount of cotton grown in 
the South increases, and it is feared that in the 
near future the amount grown will be so far in 
excess of the demand that the price received 
for the product will no longer justify its culti- 
vation.— New Orleans Times-Democrat. 

Lasker Brothers, dealers in sponges at No. 
100 William strect, have asked ,and obtained a 
settlement from their creditors at forty cents 
on the dollar on their own notes, at three, six, 
nine and twelve months. Their liabilities were 
reported at about $18,000, assets abuut $8,000. 

©. O. Kelly, of the Union Window Glass 
Works, Beliaire, 0., which have been shut

Mesars. Washington Butcher’s Sons, of Phila- 
delphia, announce having completed their re- 
finery with large and improved facilities for re- 
fining all the standard grades of yellow and 
white cottonseed oils, and that they are now 
prepared to execute orders promptly,especially 
for February delivery. 

The Delaware Lubricating Oil Refinery of 
Hiram EK. Lutz, at Chester. Pa., was partially 
destroyed by fire last week,including 28 preases, 
freezing tanks, and two ice machines. The loss 
is placed at $40,000, partly insured. Mr. Lutz 
informed us by letter that he will rebuild at 
once, An explosion caused the fire. 


An Italian ship has been sheathed with glass 
plates, cast like iron plates, so as to fit the hull, 
to take the place of copper sheathings. The 
joints of the plates are made water-tight by the 
use of water-proof mastic. The advantages 
claimed for glass over copper are insensibility 
to oxidation and its exemption from incrusta- 
tion. 

It ig authoritatively said that another effort 
is to be made this winter by the oleomargarine 
men to prove to the satistaction of the Legis- 
lature of this State that the butterine and other 
oleaginous compounds that are furnished by 
them to retailers, who seil them as butter to 
consumers, in violation of the law, are whole- 


A meeting of the New Engiand Manufactu- 
rers’ and Importers’ Union was held in Boston 
last week, for the purpose of giving a further 
impetus to the movement against the under- 
valuation of imports. Addresses favoring the 
mevement were made by several gentlemen 
present. Officers were elected and committees 
on legislation, finance and testimony ap- 


pointed. 

As stated in the market report of this paper 
last week, upward of 3,000 pounds of smuggled 
opium valued at $45,000 have been captured in 
Alaska, where it was awaiting shipment to San 
Franeisco. Had the smugglers succeeded, their 
profits in evading the duty on this lot of opium 
would have amounted to upward of $30,000, as 
the duty is ten dollars a pound. 

Messrs. Crew, Levick & Co,, of Philapelphia, 
announce by letter that the fire last week which 
partially destroyed their old stand will not 
cause any interruption to their business, as the 
large stock at their refinery enables them to 
fill all orders promptly. The amount of dam- 
age is $5,000, covered by insurance, They have 
secured a handsome suite of offices nearly oppo- 
site on Arch street. 

At the North Carolina mineral exbibit there 
is a huge sheet of mica, loaned by the Pennell 
Bros., of Asheville, N.C. It is one of the larg- 
est ever found, 20x24 inches, and the thing is 
worth $15. Some very rich specimens of man- 
ganese ure from near Warm Springs are shown 
by Mr. Atchinson, of Asbeville. He also shows 
some fine corundum specimens, among them 
one that has a fine sapphire color along the 
lines of the crystal. 

Mr. J. H. Feemster, manager of the Ameri- 
can Glycerine Company, Cincinnati, made a 
pleasant call at this office last week while on a 
visit to New York. Mr. Feemster has been here 
for several days looking after the interests of 
the company which he so ably represents, and

The supply of natural gasin the vicinity of 
Findlay, Obio, seems to be boundless and inex- 
haustible. The last well put down, and in 
which a gas vein was reached on Wednesday 
evening has surprised everybody. The pres- 
sure is so great that the roar of the gas as it 
escapes from the pipe, can be heard for a dis- 
tance of five miles. The daily flow is estimated 
at 40,000,000 cubic feet, or five times the capac- 
ity of all the other wells in the town combined.

Special Agents Montgomery and Tingle and 
Deputy Collector Berry comprise a Treasury 
commission appointed to investigate the cus- 
toms service at this port.

Bur- 
roughs, who has been associated with him since 
the formation of the firm in 1865. Mr. Hub- 
bard will spend several months in the South, 
where it is boned the warm and pleasant 
weather will soon restore him to his usual good 
health.

Flaxseed and Drugs in the West. 


KANSAS C1Ty. Mo., Jan. 18, 1886, 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DruG REPORTER : 
The product of flaxseed during the year just 
passed, that is the general yield, has been some- 
what lower than the average. The supply, 
however, has been large enough to accommo- 
date the locul demand. The Kansas and Mis- 


souri crops were both very light, the acreage 


was not large, and the yield was cut off by too 
much wet weather during the spring. This 
state of affairs proved disastrous to the crop 
and the result was that farmers realized the 
most meagre profits, in many cases there being 
not enough harvested to pay for the seed 
planted. 

Kansas has most entirely given up the rais- 
ing of flaxseed as has also Missouri. It is said 
that flaxseed is a crop for an essentially poor 
agricultural country, and as immense crops of 
this cereal are raiséd in the North, Kansas has 
turned her attention to other crops and allow- 
ed the North to monopolize this crop to a 
greuter extent than ever before. The urgu- 
ment seems to be that if the North can produce 
a better quality at a less cost it is foolishness to 
enter into competition. The result is that 
many farmers who formerly gave their atten- 
tion to this crop have given up the pursuit en- 
tirely. 

Dakota raised a very large crop the past year 
as did also Minnesota, and both of these states 
made shipments to this market as did also sec- 
tions farther west, notably Utah. The bulk ef 
the yield of these states, however, went to Chi- 



















































cago and points to the east. Formerly the 
above mentioned city received her consign- 
ments of flaxseed to the extent of at least one- 
half, from the two states in this immediate 
neighborhood. 

Owing to the absence of surplus stocks the 
prices realized here were better than could 
have been realized elsewhere at points farther 
east, and the result was a considerable amount 
sent to this place to be used by the crushers 
here. Merchants at this point with their usual 
thoughtfulness and readiness, to aid any indus- 
try of merit, have not been backward in mak- 
ing arrangements for the handling of seed 
entrusted to their care, and the facilities for 
moving flaxseed, expeditiously. safely and 
without loss or wastage, are such that, as yet, 
not the remotest difficulty has been experienc- 
ed in taking care of all that has come in any 
more than at the time when the trade was in- 
significant as compared to the present propor- 
tions. The demand has, at all times been good 
—really beyond the supply. At no time has 
there been any stock that was a drag on the 
market, but the flow has been constant and 
remunerative. As stocks disappeared the de- 
mand receded with it, and after May there was 
a steady decline in values. This was due a 
good deal, and in fact, altegether to advices of 
an unusually large crop in the Northweat. At 
this peint the crop is estimated by the more 
conservative to have been in*the United States, 
about 9,000,000 bushels in excess of that of 1884. 
The first new seed was received J uly 2, and the 
crop soon began to move very freely. 


The crushers have done a large business and 
the outlook for 1886 is considered very bright. 
At this point there 1s capital to the extent of 
$400,000 invested and the total business is put 
at about $1,000,000. Since August $108 per 
bushel has been paid for flaxseed, and crude 
oil has brought 42 cents per gallon. The cake 
has been sold at $22 per ton. ‘These prices, 
both for oil and cake are considered 
low, but the competition with extensive 
milling interests in Iowa has been sharp. How- 
ever Kansas City crushers have been run to 
their full capacity, and the entire product has 
been sold. The bulk of seed used at this point 
came from Kansas. The crop in that State was 
a short one, amounting to about 500,000 bush- 
els, and therefore the Kansas City men had to 
look elsewhere for a portion of their supply. 
The great bulk of the flaxseed cake manufac- 
tured in this country is exported, althovgh the 
demand for it in this country is growing, being 
utilized more and more for the feeding of cat- 
cle. The home demand, however has cut but a 
small figure. The best of oil is produced here, 
and it is sold throughout the West, even to the 
Pacific coast. The trade is growing larger every 
year, and though prices have been low during 
the year, the business has paid a handsome 
profit. The business was more depressed than 
for several years. Crushers thought that 1883-4 
was bad enough, but frankly admit that the 
past one was much worse. At the opening of 
1885 prices for raw were 47 to 50 cents and for 
boiled 50 to 53 cents; at the close values had de- 
clined to 41@42c for raw and 44@45c for boiled. 
This makes a decline of 13@l4c in two years. 


The drug business in this city, notwithstand- 
ing the shrinkage in prices so common in all 
lines of trade, is reported by the wholesale 
houses to have been in exceas of that of 1884. 
One fault the trade has to find here is with the 
prohibitory law in Kansas. This they claim is 
very antagcnistic to their business interests, 
and they are very anxious for legislation in 
that regard. The number of persons who 
engage in the drug business as a cloak under 
which to engage in the liquor traflicis regarded 
as detrimental in the extreme to the legitimate 
drug industry. Indeed, its effect is stated to 
have been very materially felt by the market 
here, and early legislation is hoped and looked 
for. The margins for the year, on a whole, 
compare favorably with last year, in some re- 
spects, however, being a little close. A better 
class of goods have been carried by jobbers the 
past year, and a decidedly better grade of drugs 
have been manufactured. More care has been 
exercised in the selection of goods by dealers. 
As isthe case in almost all lines of the whole- 
sale business, the growing disposition on the 
part of country buyers to favor this market is 
also materially felt in this line. Goods in this 
line are shipped to Kansas, Missouri, Colorado, 
Nebraska; New Mexico and Arizona. Some 
new terrinory has been worked to advantage, 
including the Colorado and Indian Territory 
boraer trade. Collections have materially im- 
proved over the preceding year, and were good 
during the entire twelve months. The houses 
engaged in this business here represent invested 
capital to the amount of from $500,000 to $600,- 
000. 

The outlook is regarded as very good, and as 
business up to the present time has been in ex- 
cellent condition, the trade naturally looks for 
good times during the year just born. The 
drug houses here carry full lines of paints and 
oils, and in this line business has been excellent 
throughout the )ear, that is, through the sea- 
son when this class of goods are supposed to be 
mostly in demand. A great benefit which trade 
derived during the past year was the reduction 
in shrinkage of prices on such staples as qui- 
nine, etc. Taken as a whole,the drug trade 
during the past year, although not having ex- 
perienced anything of a boom, is in a healthy 
condition, as shown by the comparisons with 
the year 1884, shows an iacrease in business that 
is, to say the least, gratifying. W.PLR 

















Simple Tests for Detecting Adultera- 
tions in Menthol Cones or Pencils. 


New YORK, Jan. 23, 1886. 
Editor O11, Paint & DRUG REPORTER: 

In consequence of the great adulteration of 
menthol pencils much dissatisfaction is felt in 
the trade. We have therefore prepared a few 
g00d practical tests, which will suit the drug- 
gists, as it will not require the spoiling of a 
single cone and will enable them to protect 
themselves from imposition from purchasing 
adulterated cones. 

We believe this would be of value to your 
readers, especially as the question of the purity 
of much of the oil of peppermint now in the 
market will shortly be called into question. 

Menthol cones have become one of the most 
popular articles ever sold by the drug trade, 
and their manufacture is now an established 
industry in the United States. 

The original case, which was perfectly pure 
was introduced to the trade by Dundas, Dick & 
Co, of New York, in 1883-84, and was soon fol- 
lowed and imitated by cones of all degrees of 
quality and adulteration and in every style of 
box. 

All kinds have been sold largely, the poorer 
kind (most of them in fancy boxes to make 
them sell) having done much to damage the 
good name and interest of pure menthol. 

To prevent further injury to the repu(ation 
of pure menthol, and to assist the sale of all 
pure cones, which are 80 valuable, so conveni- 
ent, so useful in so many ways, and daily 
becoming more go, we give below a few simple, 
easy, quick and inexpensive, but effectual 
tests, for the usual adulterations of cones such 
as grease, wax, paraffine, salicin and other 
powders. 

Test for detecting Greasy Cones.—Rub the 
cone firmly on white paper, then heat the paper 
gently for a minute, which will melt and evap- 
orate the menthol and ifthe cone contained 
grease, the paper will now show a greasy mark 
or spot—if pure, no mark at all. 


Test for detecting Powder, Grease, etc., in 
Cones.—Scrape about a grain from any cone 
on white paper, and heat the paper over a small 
flame or stove until you see the menthol melt; 
then contiuue the heat until the odor of men- 
thol ceases, when, if the cone has been made of 
pure menthol, the paper will have the same 
appearance as before used; no powder, no mark 
or stain will be left. If any otber odor than 
menthol is given off during evaporation, or if 
apy greasy mark, stain or residue appear on 
the paper, the cone is adulterated. Blue paper 
shows a greasy mark better than white. Black 
paper shows more distinctly powders, etc. than 
white, and by weighing the paper before and 
after the test, the exact amount of non-volatile 
adulteration can be ascertained. 


Test for detecting Coated Cones.—Those 
greasy cones which have only a thin coating of 
some kind of menthol are the greatest decep- 
tion in the markot, and can easily be detected 
by simply cutting into two parts.

CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 











No allowance can be made in the assessment 
of duties on codliver oil imported in barrels 
for so-calied “‘foots,”” which, it is alleged, con- 
sist of the sediment which accumulates at the 
bottom of the barrel, it being ascertained, on 
investigation, that it is not the practice in 
commerce to make any allowance from the 
quantity of oil actually invoiced and shipped.— 
Letter to Collector of Customs at Boston, Jan. 
12, 1886. 

The additional duty prescribed by Section 
2,900 of the Revised Statutes is not a penalty 
within the purview of any ot the penal sections 
of the statute, and the Secretary of the ,Treas- 
ury has no authority to relieve importers from 
the payment of such additional duties when 
theg legally accrue and have been assessed by 
the Collector of Customs.—Letter to A. Rap- 
pard & Co., New York, Jan. 12, 1886. 

No refund of duties can be made on import- 
ed merchandise which, on importation, was 
entered for consumption, and after due deliv- 
ery to the importers was destroyed by fire, the 
merchandise not beingat the time of the fire 
within the custody or control of the Govern- 
ment.—Letter to Collector of Customs at De- 
troit, Jan. 13, 1886. ° 

A corporation cannot be accepted as surety 
on Custom House bonds.—Letter to Collector 


‘of Customs at New York, Jan. 13, 1886. 


A substance consisting of egg-yolk mixed 
with brine, which is generally used by tanners 
asasoftener of leather tanned by the alum 
process, was decided by the court, in the case 
of Schulze-Berge against Robertson, to be en- 
titled to free entry, under the provision in the 
free list, T. I., new, 989, for “articles ina crude 
state, used in dyeing or tanning, not specially 
enumerated or provided for.’’ This decision, 
which was acquiesced in by the Department by 
the advice of the United States Attorney-Gen- 
eral, reverses the decision of March 29, 1884 
(Synopsis, 6,277). The latter decision is, there- 
fore, revoked.—Letter to Collector of Customs 
at New York, Jan. 15, 1886. 


The Treasury Department has notified the 
Collector of Customs at Philadelphia that cer- 
tain oils used by artists in thinning paints and 
colors, and described as pale drying, strong 
drying and ground nut or peanut oils, are du- 
tiable at the rate of 25 per cent ad valorem, 
under the provisions of paragraph 92, new tar- 
iff, but that linseed oil, used for the same pur- 
pose, being specially designated, is dutiable at 
the rate of twenty-five cents per galion of 74% 
pounds weight. The Collectors also informed 
that metal tubes containing white lead (which 
is subject to specific rates) are exempt from 
duty. 

In accordance with au opinion of the Attor- 
ney-General, certain imported medicinal soaps 
manufactured in Germany are held to be duti- 
able at the rate of 20 per cent ad valorem as 
“goaps not otherwise provided for,” and not at 
the rate of 50 per cent ad valorem as proprie- 
tary medicines, and previous decisions of the 
department on this subject are modified accord- 
ingly. 


PETROLEUM NOTES. 


R. D. Scott, shipping agent at Clarendon, Pa., 
loaded nearly 9,000 oil cars ot Clarendon oil in 
1885. This year promises a greater output than 
1885. 


The People’s Gas Company has increased its 
capital stock from $20,000 to $1,000,000, and the 
Chartiers Valley Gas Company from $1,000,000 
to $2,000,000. 

A Pittsburg broker has offered $100 to call 
25,000 barrels at $150 during this year. This 
broker is noted asa conservative man, and as 
of bearish tendencies until recently. 


Referring to the experiment of stilling 
troubled waters by pouring oil upon them, one 
ship captain says that eight gallons of oil will 
enable a ship to safely run any sea twenty-four 
hours. 


A wooden oil tank with a capacity of 500 bar- 
rels and containing 76 barrels of crude oil, the 
property of Holdship, Irwin & Co., situated on 
Thirty-eighth street, Pittsburg, was destroyed 
by fire last week, The loss is estimated at $500. 


The Delaware Oil Works, at Chester, Pa., 
were almost entirely burned out January 20. 
The fire was started by an explosion and burned 
all night. Neurly all the buildings used in the 
manufacture of lubricating oil and paraffine 
wax were burned. Loss about $40,000. 

The Pennsylvania Telegraph Company is the 
name of the new oil country institution, Its 
charter allows it todo business in the counties 
of Warren, Elikand McKean. Offices have been 
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opened at Clarendon, Sheffield and Kane. The 
company is composed of T. B. Simpson, N. F. 
Hilton, Mike Lowentritt, G. E. Foster and C.D. 
Hughes, all of Oil City. 


An oil producer of 20 years’ experience, re- 
marking upon the Washington field, says: “It 
isa rich man’s field; those who strike will be 
well rewarded, but there will be few of them. 
Those who don’t strike wil] have expended 
large sums, and there will be many of them. 
This is my inference from the proved irregu- 
larity of the sand and of the oil deposits.” 


The object of the Interior Oil and Gas Com- 
pany isto develop several thousand aeres of 
leasable lands in Hancock county, Ohio; also 
thousands of acres in Pulaski, Wayne and 
Whitley counties in Kentucky—the former for 
light oil and the iatter for lubricating oils and 
other minerals. The company is organized 
under the laws of Kentucky with a capital 
stock of $100,000. 


Holders of oil certificates who have not over- 
reached themselves by making purchases 
beyond their means will remain by their goods 
so long as production is below consumption 
and the figures demonstrate a constant drainage 
upon the stocks. The reduction of stocks will 
not be so tedious a process as a few of the ram= 
pant and panicky bears would have the specu- 
lator imagine.—Bradford Era. 


The abandoned Pittsburg Southern railroad 
track, running from Washington to Zediker’s, 
belonging to the Baltimore & Ohio railroad, is 
being cleared. It is stated that tank cars will 
be forwarded hereafter by this line and the oil 
from the Smith well delivered to the refineries 
via the Baltimore & Ohio railroad, iustead of 
through the United Pipe Line Company, who 
are now taking care of it. 


A special from New London, Conn., says the 
oil craze is spreading rapidly. Despite the fact 
that when Captain J. Stebbins reported an oil 
find, the geologists laughed at him, declaring 
that the region was underlaid with granite, and 
of course there could be no decomposition of 
vegetable or animal matter either in or beneath 
these igneous rocks, he went on with his 
search and his neighbors join in. They aver 
that they have every indication of a good oil 
field. 


The next important well due in the Kane 
field is the Kane Oil Company’s or the Porter, 
Boyer & Co. well, on lot 426. They are some- 
where in the neighborhood of 1,900 feet and it 
is due this week. This well is situated on lot 
426, about one and one-half miles from the C. 
and C. well and directly between the Filkens & 
Tennent duster on a 52 deg. line from the late 
gusher. No.1 on warrant 3,775, lot 11, is down 
about 1,750 feet, and No. 2is ata depth of 1,400. 


A Washington special says: “The office of 
the Southwestern Pennsylvania district of the 
National Transit Company has been connected 
with the office in the upper oil regions by a 
private wire. This company have completed a 
pipe line between their 35,000-bbl tank and the 
Smith-Dyer well, and were proceeding to lay 
lines to the Vandegraft and Gordon wells, when 
they were notified not to trespass on the Clark 
and Hess farms. Thisshuts off the company 
from the proposed route.” 


Legislative interference to check the false re- 
ports concerning oil wells and their production, 
whether mysteries or not, would be anexcellent 
thing for the oil region and its reputation. The 
false reports emanate neither from field men 
nor from mystery men, but from irresponsible 
outsiders and sensational correspondents and 
newspapers, who know as little about the oil 
business as a monkey does about geology. 
These make falsehoods their stock in trade, 
and thrive on lies.— Derrick. 


Mr. Pat Boyle, editor of the Oil City Derrick, 
recognized as an expert in an oil-producing 
sand, who recently on bis return from the Dyer 
well stopped at the Petroleum Exchange here, 
and brougbt with him a sample of the sand 
from the Dyer well, declared it to be a white 
Bradford sand, and said that this character of 
sand is more to be feared than all the white 
pebble sands, and further expressed his belief 
that the Washington field will, in point of pro- 
duction, be only second, if not equal, to the 
Bradtord field.—Pittsburg Com. Gaz. 


The Treasury Department is in receipt of in- 
formation that the government of the Nether- 
lands is considering a proposition to assess a 
duty on petroleum and ship timber, articles 
which have hitherto been on the free list. This 
action, it is intimated, is intended to be in the 
nature of a retaliatory measure against the 
United States on account of its alleged discrim- 
ination against the importation of Sumatra to- 
bacco in this country. It is likely that the mat- 
ter will be brought to the attention of the 
House Cammittee on Ways and Means. 


A Birmingham, Ala., special says: “To-day, 
in company with Col. Ensley, President, and 
L. W. Johns, Mining Engineer, of the Pratt 
Coal and Iron Co., Mr. Jacob Reese, basic pro- 
cess man from Pittsburg, examined the natu- 
ral gas on the Pratt property, and his conclu- 
sion is, it is unquestionably of the same origin 
and nature as the Pittsburg gas. He says, too, 
the similar topographical conditions bere and 
in the Pennsylvania gas country suggests that 
Pratt gas is sufficient in quantity as to be ser- 
viceable. So far Mr. Reese is :pleased with the 
outlook for steel making here, 


A new natural gas company is forming with 
headquarters at Newcastle, Pa., in which 
Messra. Thomas W, Phillips, John T, Philli 
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Thomas H. Wells, Robert McCurdy and others 
are interested. The name of the company 
is to be the Mahoning Natural Gas Company. 
The object 1s to bore for gas in the counties of 
Beaver, Mercer, Lawrence, Butler and Venango 
counties and to furnish the same to consumers 
in the city of Youngstown, O., and such points 
in Mahoning, Portage, Trumbull, Summit, 
Geauga and Cuyahogo counties, O., and in 
Mercer county, this State,as may be deemed 
advisable and practicable.—Pittsburg Com. Gas. 


The Columbia Oil Company held its annual 
meeting in Pitteburg last week. The following 
Board of Directors was chosen: President, G. 
D. McGrew; Directors, George D. McGrew, A. 
Pitcairn, David Aiken, Jr.. W. O’H. Scully, 
D. A. Stewart, James B. Scott, W. A. Scott. No 
dividend was declared, and the report showed 
a falling off in the productien, contingent upon 
the increased territorial developments. The 
prospects for the new year are thought to be 
good. The indebtedness of the company wae 
decreased $23,347 27, leaving a present indebt- 
edness of $5,234 9%. The superintendent’s re- 
port shows a total production for the year of 
91,420, or an average daily production of 250 
barrels. The present production of the com- 
pany is 275 barrels per day. The Columbia Oil 
Company still get a production from some of 
their old wells on the Columbia farm up the 
creek. 

Petroleum and the residuum of its distillation 
have been extensively used for the steam 
marine on the Caspian and on the railways in 
southeastern Russia, but the price charged 
here for petroleum has been too high to permit 
of its economic use in competition’ with coal, 
although there have been numerous devices 
for its combustion under boilers which have 
been succeesful in the mechanical details. A 
locomotive has been made to burn naphtha, 
which is vaporized by steam jets, but for 
numerous reasons it has never been adopted by 
the railways, although the absence of cinders 
and smoke and the ease with which the genera- 
tion of steam can be controlled render this 
class of fuel particularly adapted to loeomo- 
tives. 

Parties are now looking northeastward from 
the Allegany field with a view of making fur- 
ther developments in that direction. There is 
alake out on that course known as Seneca, 
whose shores are said to be washed occasionally 
with an oily substance resembling crude petro- 
leum. This, it is stated, arises from springs of 
the old-fashioned type, and it is now considered 
evidence sufficient to warrant explorations 
deeper down. This, moreover, xccords with 
views sometimes expressed by belt makers that 
deposits of oil are liable to be found at any 
point across the continent in a northeast or 
southwest direction, all the way from Nova 
Scotia to Mexico. Time may prove this theory 
correct, but meanwhile it is to be hoped the 
consumers of petroleum will not be forced to 
look upon such prospects as their only chance 
for obtaining fresh supplies. The belt named 
would be considered the father of al) oil belts, 
with McKean and all the other fields as mere 
links,—Warren Paragraph. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Meeting of the Window Glass and 
Bottle Manufacturers. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 20, 1896. 

The semi-annual meeting of the National 
Window Glass Association was held yesterday, 
followed by the Bottle Makers to-day at the 
Riggs House. There was a full attendance, 
about forty firms being represented, 

The reports were all more or less discourag- 
ing, and the outlook for the future is not much 
better. It is doubtful if a bluer set of men have 
been seen together for many days. Whether it 
was the snow and slush without or thoughts of 
the vold time they had in the Catskill Moun- 
tains at their last meeting, when overcoats 
were at a premium,it would puzzle even a Phil- 
adelpbia lawyer to find out. The songthey ali 
seemed familiar with was, “We must have 
more protection,” although now and then one 
would be found who was bold enough to say : 
“No; we don’t want any higher tariff; rather 
would prefer a reduction; then, where would 
all of these little outside manufacturers be who 
are forever cutting prices?” President Frank 
L. Bodine, of Philadelphia, read a very inter- 
esting report in his usuul concise way, on the 
output and prices of the last eix months, show- 
ing that on the Ist of January, 1886. there were 
in operation 104 furnaces, with 918 pots, a de- 
crease of 40 pots from the number of the last 
blast. Their product was 700,000 boxes for the 
last six months, a decrease of 600,000. The large 
decrease, the report explained, was principally 
due to the fact that the blast had started in the 
latter part of October instead of the first of 
September, as usual, though some of it was 
blamed also on the unsatisfactory condition of 

trade. 

At the present rate of production it was fig- 
ured that the total amount made by the lst of 
July would be 2,600,000 boxes. The consump- 
tion for the six months was about 1,100,000 
boxes, 5 per cent less than that of a corres yond- 
ing time of last year. If the production and 
consumption continue in the same way, the 
stock on hand at the end of the blast will be 
over 1,000,000 boxes, which would be 400,000 
more than last year. The imports for the six 
months have been about 500,000 boxes and for 
the entire; year about 900,000 boxes, This is 
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much above the average, though not so great 
as the importation last year. The stocks of 
French glass are large and the consumption 
bas fallen off in the last six months more than 
12 per cent., and much more than the decrease 
in the consumption of of American glass. 

As to the influence of natural gas, the presi- 
dent presented a long series of opinions, which 
were very thoroughly discussed. He said that 
the saving was considerable, though not nearly 
so large as usually supposed. The cost of fuel, 
he said, where the old fuel was used was from 
5to 10 per cent of the value of the glass pro- 
duced. The natural gas saved 20 per cent, 
which reduced the cost to from 3 to 7 cents as 
the case might be. A large additional saving 
was on labor, but he thought the introduction 
of manufactured gas, which was expected in 
the East, would take away that difference. The 
present prices of glass, the report concluded, 
were absolutely less than the costjof pjoduc- 
tion. No manufacturer in the United States 
could make it as low as the present prices of 
the imported article, and the mein reason was 
thecost of labor, more particularly the un- 
skilled than the skilled. The difference, he 
said, must be made up by the tariff. The meet- 
ing took no action toward increasing prices or 
limiting the production, but contented itself 
with the following tariff resolutions:— 


Whereas, Window glass manufacturers bave 
been unabie as yet to adjust their product coat 
to the cost of importing since the reduction in 
Auty of 12% cents per balf box, and that a fur- 
ther reduction will make bopeiless such adjust- 


ment, and 

Whereas, Besides the large difference in the 
cost of skilled labor, the prices of unskilled 
workmen, the amount of which. directly and 
indirectly employed, is about half the total 
cost of the product, are in Europe not half the 
rates desirable or necessary in the United 


StResvived, That the Standing Tariff Committee 
be instructed to use all proper efforts to pre- 
vent any reduction ip the present rates of duty, 
and if injurious agitation of tariff changes can- 
not be avoided to secure the restoration of the 
rate of duty charged before July, 1885. 

After selecting Long Branch as the place to 
hold their annual meeting in July and deciding 
to let each manufacturer use his own judg- 
ment a3 to prices and the length of the biast, 
the meeting adjourned. The American Asso- 
elation of Bottle Manufacturers at their meet- 
ing to-day listened to scarce!y less disheartening 
reports than those with which the Window Glass 
Association was entertained yesterday, The 
Presideat, Mr. M. H. Haggerty, of New York, 
in his statement of the business for the past 
six months showed that the demand bad fallen 
off decidedly and that only about half the man- 
ufactories were running. The stocks were light 
because the condition of trade had been bad for 
& year,and each manufacturer,for fear of a fur- 
ther decline, bad as far as possible.sold up to the 
fullamount of his production. For the oom- 
ing six months better times were looked for on 
account of the general improvement in trade, 
though so far as particular signs of improve- 
ment in the general condition of their own 
trade were concerned the president could find 
nothing to base such a prediction upon. 

The price of labor, he thought, was still too 
high to compete very successfully with Euro- 
pean manufacturers, but he suggested nothing 
in regard to a reduction, and did not anticipate 
any change within the voming months. The 
tariff on bottles was mentioned, with some 
commendation of the change from ad valorem 
to specific duties which the last revision bad 
brought about, and the general recommenda- 
tion made that it would be better to leave it as 
it is than torun the risk of reduction by agi- 
tating fora change and an increase. The im- 
portations were 26 per cent greater than in the 
previous year, but he thought that increase 
was partly due to the disposition of beer and 
wine bottlers to continue their present style of 
bottles, rather than to change to a more un- 
satisfactory style of American make, 

If the tariff would only continue steady, 
however, until the American manufacturers 
could adjust their productions to the wants of 
their customers, he thought the market would 
be open to them again, and the importations 
would cease. In the discussion which fol- 
lowed the report there were a number of sug- 
gestions for a shut-down for afew weeks in 
order to clear out entirely the surplus stock 
and if possible force a slight increase of prices. 

Many of the representatives, however, ob- 
jected to voting on the proposition without 
consulting their firms, and the decision was 
postponed with the understanding that the 
firms should communicate their wishes to the 
President by letter and that if enough favored 
the shut-down it should be ordered. 

There was no discussion about an incresse in 
Prices and it was tacitly agreed that matter 
would be left to the individual firms as before. 
No resolutions were passed and the meeting 
adjourned without endorsing those passed by 
the Window Giass Association.

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Methods of Oleomargarine Manu- 
facture. 


The present manufacture of oleomargarine 
and the component parts of it are substantially 
as follows: a mass of animal fat is heated toa 
temperature of 120 to 126 deg. F. Balt is sprin- 
kled over the top of the mass and assists in the 
purification and settlement of it. The fat be- 
comes an oil acd is allowed to settle, and the 
best of it. or the straight fat comes to the top 
while the poor fat goes tothe bottom and when 
taken out is exported to Europe for candle 
making. The clear fat is taken off and is placed 
in large boxes holding from 600 to 600 pounds. 
In these boxes the fat is allowed tostand until 
it is ccol and it meanwhile granulates. Then 
it is put into heavy duck bags and placed under 
a hydraulic pressure of generally about 5C tons 
to the square inch,though it sometimes reaches 
70 tons, and the oleo oil flows out leaving a hard 
mass of stearine which is extensively used as 
an ingredient of lard. 

The oil is thea mixed up with certain pro- 
portions of milk and genuine butter, the latter 
forming as high as 33 per cent. of the whole and 
as low as 5 per cent, as the case may be. It is 
then churned up precisely like genuine butter 
and comes for.h oleomargarine. Sometimes 
considerable suet is used instead of the straight 
animal fat. This is at present the best and 
cheapest way of making oleomargarine and is 
said to be the one generally followed and the 
long list of deleterious and injurious substen- 
3e8 does not appear. Butterine is practically a 
compound of lard and butter.—Boston Bulletin.

Mineral Oils in India. 


The earth oil industry in Burmah does not 
fulfil the sanguine expectations that were at 
one time formed of it. The largest operations 
have been undertaken by the Boronga Com- 
pany on the Boronga Islands of Akyab, and on 
the Ramree Island of the Kyookpyoo district. 
Last year the company sank eight new wells, 
but the whole amount of crude oil pumped up 
was only 234.000 gallons, and their refined oil 
was selling at 9s per case in Kyookpyoo, while 
American petroleum was quoted at 10s 6d a case 
in Calcutta. Two other companies also started 
during the year; one was fairly successful; the 
holes bored by the other all turned dry. In fact 
no oil bearing stratum has yet been discovered 
in Burmah equal to the American or Caspian 
fields, and the natives appear to work what 
there are more profitably than Europeans. In 
Assam the Assam Railways and Trading Com- 
pany have a concession for werking the oil bed 
at Makum, butas yet they have taken noad 
vantage of it.

A Great Gas Gusher. 


Up to 6 o’clock on January 21 the Karg Well, 
discovered a few days ago, had only assumed 
the strength of the other large welisin Findlay, 
O., but a few minutes later the drill broke 
through a crust in the gas rock, and, with a 
mighty rush.a volume of gascame from the 
hole such as was never before witnessed. Large 
rocks, says a correspondent were thrown into 
the airand it was found necessary to extin- 
guish the fires in the vicinity. The hissing and 
roaring of the gas continued all night, pre- 
venting people from sleeping. It was at first 
thought that a pocket had beer struck and the 
gas would slowly die out, yet the volume had 
not decreased. 

Contractor Martin, who has had twenty five 
years’ experience in boring oil and gas wells, 
says that it is the largest well ever found, and 
estimates the flow at 10,000,000 feet per day. The 
hissing of the escaping gas can be heard plainly 
at a distance of a mile and a haif from the well. 
A delegation of stockholders of the Bellaire 
Plate Glass Works was in the city and witnessed 
the great etrike,and immediately decided to 
locate there. It is the largest plate glass works 
in the country. 
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A Spirit Locates an Oil Field. 


Asarule the spirits have been pretty quiet 
of late years concerning oil matters, but we 
have a letter from Candor, Pa., which an- 
nounces that the spirits are much interested in 
the Washington field. They seem to incline to 
the opinion, says the Pittsburg Com. Gaz., 
however, that the present developments are 
away off from the real spot at which the great 
lake of oil underlying Washington county can 
be successfully tapped. These seem to be 
European spirits which take such an ixterest 
in the matter, as the lady is abroad who sends 
the information which she received there con- 
cerning it. The quiet and unassuming town of 
Candor is mentioned as the place and where a 
certain plank crosses a small run on which the 
people of Midway pass on their way to Raccoon 
Church is near the spot pointed out by the 
spirits as the exact locality in which to succese- 
fully bore for a genuine market-breaker. The 
spirits are remarkably silent as to how touch of 
a pecuniary interest they have in rea) estate 
thereabouts, and they do not even explain how 
those foreign spirits know su much more about 
this than our own American spirits have dis- 
covered. It would be almost too bad to disturb 
the plank on which the people go to church 
anyway. This is probably what deters the 
people of Candor and Midway from investing 
their own money on spiritual advice. 
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How to Pipe Natural Gas. 


A very interesting paper was read at the 
Engineers Society meeting in Pittsburg last 
week by Thomas P. Roberts, on the “Long Dis- 
tance Transportation of Natural Gas.”” In open- 
ing, Mr. Roberts referred to the fact that of 
late frequent reference had been made to the 
impracticability of conveying gas long distan- 
ces. The high pressure system of conveying 
gas seemed to be the only one practiced about 
Pittsburg, a'though it was long ago suggested 
that where the pressure proved insufficient for 
long distance transportation, it ceuld be sup- 
plemented by force pumps or blower engines. 
Continuing, he said: 

When, in drilling a well, a 200 pound “roarer”’ 
is struck and connection is made with it,weaker 
wells are summarily abandoned, because they 
cannot discharge their yield into a main carry- 
ing gas of so much greater pressure. Is not 
this, as a system, extravagant and positively 
ridiculous? There are no accessible records of 
abandoned wells, but it is reported that in But- 
ler county alone there is now being wasted 
more than 170,000,000 cubic feet of gas daily, 
equalling in value 2,800 tons of coal, or a loss to 
the world of fully $4,000 daily. 

I claim that without the aid of force pumps 
it is practicable to concentrate the discharge 
from wells of different pressures, and by means 
of large conduits, convey the gas at low, nor- 
mal or below normal, pressure indefinite dis- 
tanovs. 

A very common error in calculating the re- 
sietance to motion of gas under high pressure 
is the neglect to notice the effect of the pres 





ure on the gravity of the fuid. Take, for in- 
stance, the Murraysville district, where the gas 
ssues into the pipes—8 and 10 inch pipes—ata 
pressure of 200 pounds or more, per square 
inch. Natural gas, like the air and all other 
mases, is a perfectly elastic fluid. A cubic foot 
of it at 15 pounds, nearly, or normal pressure 
per square inch, becomes reduced in bulk ex- 
actly one half under two atmospheres—30 
pounds—and under three atmospheres—45 
pounds—of pressure, it occupies one-third of 
its original volume, and so on with increasing 
atmospheres of pressure indefinitely to the 
point of liquifaction, which point would prob- 
ably be reached with 490 volumes reduced to 
one volume, or 7,350 pounds per square inch, 
when a cubic foot of it would weigh 18.13 
pounds as compared with 62.3 pounds water of 
same volume. Under 200 pounds pressure, a8 
at Murraysville, there are 13 atmospheres of 
pressure exerted upon the gas, and therefore a 
cubic foot of it contains 13 cubic feet of nor- 
mal gas. 

Natural gasin its normal state weighs 0.037 
pounds per cubic foot, and its specific gravity 
may be called .055 as compared with air weigh- 
ing .076 per cubic foot, with a specific gravity 
of 1,00. In other words, natural gas under 
normal conditions is about half the weight of 
air, but under a pressure of 13 atmospheres, as 
at Murraysville, a cubic foot of it weighs about 
six and a half times as much as the same vol- 
ume ofair. Therefore, instead of 037 pcunds 
a cubic foot would weigh .481 pounds, or act- 
ually very nearly a half pound avoirdupois. 

The friction in these high pressure mines re- 
sults in tne loss of between six and seven 
pounds of the original pressure pec mile of 
Pipe. Referring to the question of velocity, 
Mr. Roberts said: 

Ia order to compensate in some measure for 
the reduction in the velocity and discharge of 
the gas due to friction, it has been proposed, 
even as early as 1874, to gradually increase tLe 
size of the mains by sections every few miles. 
A telescope with a number of slides extended, 
with thesmall end at the well, exactly illus- 
trates thie. But why stop at the beginning of 
a good idea? After all,such a plan would af- 
ford only partial relief, and involves great ex- 
pense, for with the gradually increasing size of 
the pipe comes also a proportionate increase in 
its weight and cost. In jointed pipes, whether 
of wrought or cast iron, any considerablv pres- 
sure invariably encounters the difficulty result. 
ing from expansion or contraction of the 
metal, unequal settlement of joints, etv., caus- 
ing fractures. The safety devices are in num- 
ber legion, and no wonder, for there area 
thousand ways to make bad bread, but only 
one good one, 

Mr. Roberts then gave some interesting illus- 
trations on the blackboard in support of his 
points, and gave some data regarding the tem- 
perature, expansion and circulation of gas. He 
then said: 

My proposed method of gas transportation is 
simply, therefore. the adaption of the exhaust 
system as employed to ventilate m‘nes. I would 
not with my present light, in case of adopting 
a sheet iron pipe, propose to exceed five feet in 
diameter, nor urge it when of that size to de- 
liver more than 1,000,000 cubic feet per hour, at 
or just under normal pressure. The velocity in 
this case should be maintained at about ten 
miles an hour, I was somewhaé surprised to 
find that this proposed size of gas conduit is ex- 
actly that prescribed by the laws of Pennsy!- 
Vania for the iotake of air shafts for anthracite 
mines, no matter what was the extent of the 
working. The size bas never been proved in- 
sufficient to supply the requisite volume of air, 
and a 20-horse power fan at the exhaust shaft 
ig generally more than sufficient to draw in 
over 1,000,0/0 cubic feet of air per hour. 

He next touched on the question of laying a 
sheet iron conduit five feet in diameter, which 
would cost $14.000 per mile, and would furnish 
24,000,000 feet of gas daily to Philadelphia, cost- 
ing to build to that city, with a proper distri- 
bution system, not less than $6.000,000. Atan 
income of ten cents per 1,000 feet, tue revenue 
would be $700,000 per annum. 

Taking up the coke oven gas idea he said: 

Of the 10,000 coke ovens in the Connelisville 
region, probably 3,000 are charged daily. A 
charge of coal averages about 5}4 tons, which. 
for the region, would make a total of 16,0 
tons daily. At the rate of 4 cubic feet of gas 
per pound the produrt of one oven would be 
44,000 cubic feet, and for the region 132,000,000 
cubic feet of gas dally wasted in the atmos- 
phere. Of this possibly 75 per cent. or 100,000,000 
cubic feet of gas daily could be profitably util- 
ized for heating purposes if means coud be 
found for transporting it. Jn this case, at least, 
there is no reason to doubt the permanence of 
the supply of gas, and, therefore, projects look- 
ing toward utilizing it poss.es the most abeorb- 
ing interest, not only to the engineer, but to 
the capitalists as well; and when these cast, 
their eyes through a large low pressure conduit 
through which the gas is to be drawn by means 
of fans or other contrivances on the exhaust 
principle they will see the way clearly. 


Review of the English Petroleum 
Trade. 

Messrs. Mordaunt Bros. of London, in their 
annual circular give this interesting review of 
the English petroleum trade:— 

Our review on petroleum for 1885 embraces 
facts and figures not very widely differing 
from preceding years. At no time during the 
year have we held what may be called large 
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stocks, and at some periods they have been 
dangerous y near depletion. The consequence 
has been that the market has been in a very 
sensitive condition, open to absorb every idle 
tale of exhausted wells and diminishing yield, 
such as appear to be specially concocted ia 
America for the European markets. It is evi- 
dent that in the absencs of reliable informa- 
tion from the oil territory these markets must 
continue to be particuiarly susceptible to these 
influences, and will always labor at a disad- 
vantage till they are directly represented in 
America by a delegate whose sole business it 
should be to acquaint himself with the facta, 
and to advise as tothe probable course of the 
American markets and matters of general in- 
terest to the petroleum trade. The existing 
state of affairs has really been very detrimental 
to business, a8 operators have been cautious in 
the extreme, and have declined to embark in 
large speculative transactions whilst at the 
mercy of crude stock jobbing canards or pow- 
erful American companies, with an ever shift- 
ing and vaciliating policy. 

One noteworthy event of the year has been 
the arrival of the first tank ship from New 
York, which is probably destined to revolu- 
tionize the system on which the trade bas hith- 
erto been conducted. Another event of equal 
importance is the fresh attempt made to utilize 
petroleum asa fuel in some of our coasting 
steamers, and it is rather an astonishing cii- 
cumstance that this has not received more at- 
tention at the hands of our government, pos- 
sessing as we do large available supplies in 
Scotiand, India and Australia, independently 
of America, Russia, &c. 

The stock of crude oil in America is actually 
reduced, standing now at 34,000,000 barrels 
against 38,000,000 barrels in 1884. 

The daily production is now estimated as be- 
low ¢0,000 barrels per day, but whether this is 
the result of manipulation or of natura! causes 
is a matter of pure conjecture, 

The fluctuations in crude certificates have 
been very great, the lowest point touched was 
68%din February, and the highest 111344 in 
October, presenting a wide field for specula- 
tion. The transactions, which were confined 
mostly to America, have been on an enermous 
scale. 

Refined has ranged between 7i<c in January 
and February, and 8c in October and No- 
vember. 

Witb regard to the burning quality it is satis- 
factory to be able to say that complaints in this 
cespect have been very few, showing that the 
American refiners have given their attention 
to the serious representations made to them in 
the preceding year, at the same time the near 
prospect of Kussian competition has doubtless 
had considerable weight. 

Legisiative interference in the shape of a 
Petroleum Bill 1s prubable during the ensuiug 
session, but there is no reason to doubt that 
the authorities wili frame a measure in con- 
junction with the Petroleum Association. It is 
much to be desired that they would exercise 
some supervision over the lamps as well as the 
oilas there is great room for improvement 
both as regards manufacture, construction and 
general safety. 

Commencing 1885 with a stock of 63,949 bar- 
rels, and price of 7d to 734d, large arrivals and 
weak holdings caused a deciize to 634d towards 
the middle of January, from which, with slight 
intermissions, prices coutinued to droop dur- 
ing the remainder of the month, and up to the 
middie of February, when a sbarp rise topk 
place; as high as 8d being paid with an exvited 
and buoyant market. The impetus of the ada- 
vance spent iteeif by the end of month, the 
price reverting to 744d, but again recovering as 
March advanced to 8d@8}4d, when the mini- 
mum stock of the year, 30,465 barrels, was 
reached, but only to fall back again to7d by the 
end of the month by reason of the arrival of 
overdue vessels, and some small Continenta) 
imports. During April a steady decline to 644d 
took place, woich was maintained with slight 
variations during ali May,and up to the first 
balf of June, when fresh vigor was imparted to 
operations by a material rise inthe American 
markets, attributed to the old cause of dimin- 
ishing production. This report was received 
with much incredulity, but at the same time 
prices rose gradually to 654d, and to 63d 
throughout July, again steadily advancing 
during August, and up to the first week in Sep- 
tember to 744d, when heavy arrivals and the 
rather unexpected tendering of September oil 
caused prices to drop to 4344, which was main- 
tained during that month and the first half of 
October, after which a rise to 6%1 occurred, 
and again in the first week of November to 7d, 
falling away to 634d by the end of the month, 
and to 6544 by the beginning of December, 
when another upward turn took place, devel- 
oping later into a rapid rise and touching 7344, 
but calming down asthe year expired to 1d. 
The closing month of the year has been re- 
markable for the formation of a Syndicate 
amongst a few of the importers for the purpose 
of raising prices, and yet it remains to be seen 
whether the scheme will have proved a success. 

The stock held on the 3lst December was the 
maximum stock of the year, 98,483 barrels. 

The total importation into London was: 
1885,688,616 barrels; 1884, 325,10); 1883, 741.753. 

The total shipment from the United States to 
all parte of the world was: 1885, 583,284,660 
gallons; 1884, 504,163,862 gallons, 1883, 496,381,219 
gallons. 

The average price of refined oil during the 
past twelve months was; January,7}44; Febru- 


ary, 71-16d: Marok, 744; April, 6444; May,6 
3-16d; June, 6344; July, 6344; Auust, 7d; Sep- 
tember, 7d; October, 6 15-i6d; November, 7 
1-164; December, 7541.

It will be seen by the above figures that there 
is an enormous reduction in the stocks held at 
all the Continental ports. 

The total deliveries of refined petroleum and 
coal oil from public warehouses in London, 
for the year, show a falling off of 13,244 barrels; 
but adding the overside de:iveries, it gives an 
increase of 29.056 barrels. 

Russian Petroleum Oil.—The importation 
into the United Kingdom will show the rapid 
development of the trade in Caucasian oil. All 
accounts indicate almost inexhaustible supplies 
as forthcoming, but the quantity actually 
shipped will always be limited in consequence 
of the immense cost of transportation from the 
Caspian Sea tothiws country. The opinions as 
to the illuminating power are extremely con- 
flicting, some reports being very favorable and 
others maintaining that the oil requires biend- 
ing with the light+r American oils. 

Coal oil has during the year been very little 
seen on this market, the Scotch manufacturers 
having again been able to dispose of consider- 
able quantities of their burning oils at better 
prices in markets nesrer home. Occasionally 
during periods of petroleum inflation large 
quantities might bave been placed here, but 
whilst the refi .ers were hesitating the oppor- 
tunity was lost. 

The low prices ruling for paraffine lutricat- 
ing oils and ali the by-products have reen 
adverse to jhe prosperity of the Scotch com- 
panies.

ANOTHER VIEW. 
In its review the London Grocer says: 


Great bave been the expectations of holders 
during the past year with regard to the course 
of the market for petroleum oil, in calculating 
upon a steady rise in value; and equaily marked 
has been their disappointment at finding that 
quotations for the article have tended down- 
wards rather than otherwise since the early 
part of 1885, This has been almost reversing 
the order of things as known and understood 
in the mineral oil trade during former seasons, 
when it was the custom to buy largely before- 
hend, and often pay much higher prices than 
were really necessary, for the privilege of hav- 
ing the oil delivered at a certain period, whether 
it was wanted or not. Within the last year or 
two the trade have been quite undeceived on 
t is point, and they now confirm less and less 
to the old plan of entering into extensive con- 
tracts for “forward” delivery. This is proved 
by the fact that the bulk of the business now 
done in American refined is on the spot and for 
prompt delivery; and although the require- 
ments for home use during 1885 have been un- 
precedentedly heavy, they have been amply 
supplied without any strain being thrown upon 
the market for future deliveries. 


There have, in consequence, been no wide or 
startling fluctuations in prices. and in spite of 
the prognostications from America of a break- 
down in the supply, to be followed by perhaps 
exorbitant rates, business in London and other 
entrepots of the United Kingdom has pro- 
gressed with comparative smoothness through- 
out the year. Oil enough and to spare there 
has been always, and speculators having had 
no chance of “cornering” buyers for actual 
consumption, the trade have been left to push 
the sale of the article undisturbed. The result 
we see 1n deliveries at this port at the rate of, 
say, 12,00 barrels per week; and with: ut the 
attraction of advancing prices we now have, as 
the experience of the past twelve months has 
proved, a stock on band sufficiently large for 
all practical purposes. While the trade strictly 
confine their purchases to their merest wants 
as they arise, there need be no fear of the mar- 
ket value being forced up against them, as the 
aims and operations of speculaters are defeated 
by hand-to-mouth acealings,and no apprecia- 
ble advance in quotations can be established 
where the transactions are designediy kept 
within narrow limits. This cautious mode of 
buying bas been the secret of the almost uni- 
form steadiness and moderate prices which 
have characterized the course of the market 
during the past year, and if the same policy is 
pursued the next season a continuance of rea- 
sonable rates for burning oils of all kinds may 
be assured,

“TUESDAY EVENING, Jan. 26, 1886. 

While there is no marked activity in the paint 
market, there has been a steady, healthy growth 
in the consumptive demand. The stormy 
weather of late has interfered. to some extent 
with the shipping of goods, but orders con- 
tinue to come in and manufacturers and deal- 
ers find themselves busier than they have been 
inthe month of January in several years. A 
prominent manufacturer and jobber in a con- 
versation with the reporter said that in the 
Past six or seven years there had never been a 
time when the prospects of the paint trade 
were as bright as they were at present. “In past 
years at this time it has been customary to 
predict a good spring business, but the con- 
ditions then and now are entirely different. 
On former occasions the causes that led to 
such predictions existed only in the mind of 
the prophet. Now there are solid, substantial 
grounds upon which to base the belief tbat 
better times are in store. The leading industries 
of the country show unmistakable evidences 
of reviving and those sections of the country, 
particularly the South, which have long been 
suffering from stagnation are now beginning 
to experience unwonted prosperity,based upon 
their agricultural and financial conditions.’ 
This manufacturer states that his business fo 
the month of January shows an increase c¢ 
fully20 per cent over the corresponding month 
last year, and others have hada similar exper- 
fence. There are no special features in the 
m.rket. No changesin prices have occurred 
gince our last, but a generally steady feeling 
prevails. The window glass trade is suffering 
from depression owing to the active competi- 
tion between importers and the number of 
outside manufacturers scattered over the 
country who are cutting prices. 








White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

The position of pig lead has not materially 
atered since our last. The demand is very 
slow and buyers have shown no disposition to 
operate since the sales reported a week ago. A 
concession from the present firm views of hold- 
ers might result in business but buyers would 
want too much of a concession and holders are 
not willing to go below 4 55c for common and 
460c for refined. Yesterday there was a sale 
of about 100 tons common at 450c. A num- 
ber of small! sales have been made recently 
which gives the market an appearance of 
weakness which the statistical does not 
warrant. The quotationsare nominally 455@ 
460 for common and 4 60@4 65c for refined ac- 
cording to holder.The St. Louis market on the 
23d was reported firm with small offerings at 
4 30@4 35c for immediate or February 
delivery. Messrs. Everett & Post writing 
from Chicago under date of January 23 say 
“The week just closing has been a quiet one, 
but prices have ruled firm at 4 40c for approved 
brands; at same time we hear rumors of lead 
offering at 4 35c for February shipment. There 
has beena fair demand and sales of 300 tons 
spot are reported at 4 40c. The recent storms in 
the West are delaying lead in transit and the 
quantity for future delivery is limited, several 
refiners declining to sell or even name a price, 
Our reports from the far West show no 
marked increase as yet in the production of 
ore and bullion and altheugh present prices 
seem high, yet we see no statistical reason for 
any immediate decline. Prime refined lead 
continues scarce and the market may be quoted 
at 4 40c for refined and 4 35c for common.” 

The white lead market presents no new feat- 
ures. The anticipated advance has not yet been 
made, and it is stated that while eversthing is 
favorable.to an advance no change is probable 
for at least a month, asthe Western corroders 
are not in favor of higher prices. “There are 
wheels within wheels,” said one of the Eastern 
corroders lately, “that are regulating the mar- 
ket ut present. It will take time to straighten 
out some of the wrinkles that prevent straight 
sailing, but if pig lead keeps up, an advance in 
white lead seems unavoidable.’”” The demand 
has not been quite so active of late, as buyers 
seemed to have come to the conclusion that the 
corroders do not intend to advance prices. The 
association prices are 7c for pure lead in oil in 
lots of less than 500 lbs in wood and 7}¢c 60 days, 
or 2% per cent discount for cash in 15 days trom 
date of invoice for 500 lbs and over. For 25 
lbs, 12% lbs and assorted 1 to5 lb cansan addi- 
tional charge of lc, 1}¢c and 2}¢c respectively is 
made, The rebates are2 per cent on less than 
10 tons, 3 per cent on 10 to 25 tons, and 5 per 
cent on 25 tons and over purchased during the 
year, Rebates are payable Dee 31, 1886,

There is very little doing in English venetian 
red, the only demand reported being for small 
jobbing quantities to supply the current wants 
of consumers, The prospects of a good trade 
are flattering, according to dealers, and an 
early improvement is expected. There has 
been no change in quotations, the generally 
steady tone of the market being maintained. 
For Cookson’s the quotations are 1 4244@1 50c 
from store according to quantity, and toar- 
rive, nominally, 135@140c. Other brands are 
obtainable on the spot at 1 10@1 30c as to quan- 
tity and make, and to arrive at 1@105c. Do- 
mestic is quotable down to lc, but the best 
brands are held at 1 20@1 30c as to quantity. 

Carmine is meeting with a very fair demand 
for the season. The enhanced cost of cochi- 
neal renders the present prices of carmine un- 
remunerative, and an advance seems probable. 
It is stated that one manufacturer cannot 
afford to. make the article at the present cost 
of material. The quotations at present named 
by the manufacturers are $3 15@3 25 as to quan- 
tity and quality, and we hear of sales of 100 ibs 
at these figures. 

There has been a fair movement in quicksil- 
ver vermilf®n during the week under review, 
though the sales continue to be of small quan- 
tities. Prices have not been altered, the man- 
ufacturere continuing to quote 52c in bulk, 53c 
in bags, and 57c in smaller quantities. 

The demand for artificial vermilion is very 
good for the season, and though the orders are 
principally for small lots they indicate a steady 
increase in the consumption. Prices remain as 
when we last wrote, a firm feeling prevailing. 
We continue our quotations of 18@25c for the 
medium to fine qualities and 7@l5c for the 
lower grades. 

American vermilion attracts very little at- 
tention and except an occasional small pur- 
chase fora special use, the article is entirely 
neglected. Asthe crude material is still high 
priced, the market remains firm at 1044@llic, as 
to quantity and brand. 

Red lead is offered sparingly, as the manufac- 
turers are rather short of supplies. There has 
been some improvement in the inquiry since 
our last, but the transactions are still unim- 
portant, the large consumers being supplied on 
old contracts. There ig a firm tone to the mar- 
ket and prices are unchanged. We quote 54@ 
6c, according to quantity. 

The demand for lithage is still light and of a 
jobbing character, the principal consumers not 
yet having exhausted the supplies secured on 
contracts made last fall. As manufacturers 
have no surplus after filling contract orders, 
and the cost of raw material continues high, 
prices are maintained with much firmness. 
The quotations are 5}4@5%c, according to size 
of order. 

Orange mineral remains quiet and we hear of 
no transactions of consequence. The market 
remains firm, and we have no change in quota- 
tions to report. German is held at 834@9c on 
the spot and sells in small lots at these figures.

Aromatic Paint. 


It may not be known to all our readers that 
camphor, common rosin, and turpentine are 
chemical first cousins, or still nearer relations; 
that an artificial camphor is easily produced by 
adding hydrochloric acid gas to oil of turpen- 
tine. Pitch. rosin, and turpentine are all ob- 
tained from pine, fir, larch, etc., especially 
from pine. Camphor is obtained in a similar 
manner from certain species of laurel. In the 
course of its distillation from the wood of the 
camphor-bearing laurels, there are formed 
camphor pitch, camphor rosin, and camphor 
oil. The white substance with which we are 
all familiar, and which is sold under the name 
of camphor (usually at fancy prices), is the 
rosin. The other products do not appear to 
have reached our markets : or if they do come 
at all, their quantities are so small and 
their uses so obscure, that until lately we knew 
little or nothing about them beyond the fact 
that “camphor oil” is imported from Borneo 
and Sumatra, and that our cy clopsedias tell us 
that it is obtained from another natural order 
of plants (Dryobalanops), and that “it is sup- 
posed to be camphor in an imperfect state of 
formation.” We find, on reference to estab- 
lished text-books, many contradictions con- 
cerning this oil. Thus the above-quoted words 
are from the article “Camphor’ in the Natural 
History section of “The English Cyclopsedia;” 
while in the Arts and Sciences section of the 
same work we are told that ‘‘Camphor oil, or 
liquid camphor, is obtained from tbe young 
trees of Dryobalanops aromatica, by incising 
the bark,” and that ‘‘it isa mixture, invariable 
proportions, of the hydrocarbon borneene with 
borneal or solid Borneo camphor.” We might 
quote other variable accounts of ft from dif- 
ferent authorities, but this is no longer neces- 
sary, as Jupan has now become a scientific 
nation, with national chemical laboratories 
and Government scientific officers, wro are en- 
gaged in the systematic investigation of 
everything connected with the natural re- 
sources of that remarkable country. 

A very interesting paper has recently been 
communicated to our British Chemical Society 
by Hirkorokura Yoshida, Chemist to the Im- 
perial Geological Survey, which, together with 
a previous paper “On Camphor Oil,” by Oishi, 
another Japanese chemist, gives us a very full 
account of the whole subjdct, both from a 
practical and purely chemical point of view. 
Some of the practical commercial facts stated 
by these gentlemen may be interesting to our 
readers. The camphor tree grows abundantly 
in the Japanese islands of Kinshu and Shikoku, 
especially on the warm southerly sea coasts 
of those islands. Kiosho, Shiznoka, Deva, 
and othcr places also sup ly large quan- 
tities. For profitable extraction of cam- 
phor the trees should be over 
two bundred years old. When they are sev- 
eral hundred years old they are so enriched 
that crystals of camphor are found deposited 
on the bark of the growing tree and near the 
ground where it grows. The camphor and the 
oil are not equally distributed throughout the 
tree, the greatest abundance being found in 
the main stem and the root, and but little in 
the smail branches and leaves. To obtain the 
campor and the oil the wood is rather finely 
chopped and charged into stills with water. On 
distillation the wood yields about 3 per cent of 
crude oil. Tae camphor which crystallizes out 
from this is separated by pressing it in a linen 
bag,and the liquid which squeezes out of the bag 
is redistilled until about two-thirds comes over; 
the residue {s then again cooled and pressed. 
These processes are repeated until as much as 
possible of the solid is removed from the liquid 
oil. Those who ure acquainted with the busi- 
ness of distilling shale oils and petroleum for 
solid paraffin crystals will note the similarity 
of the processes. In one respect, however, 
there is a considerable difference, viz., the pro-

oll, At the Tosa camphor factories a 
summer day’s working yields from 265 Ibs. 
of woed about 5% lbs. of solid camphor 
and a little over three pints of oil; winter 
working on the same quantity of wood yields 
6 6-10 lbs. of solid and one pint toa pint and a 
half of oil. This oil is yellowish and resembles 
turpentine in volatility and many other 
respects; but instead of having the turpentine 
odor it has the aroma of camphor. It mixes 
freely in almost any proportion with ether, 
chloroform, alcohol and most of the essential 
oils; it also dissolves several resins, such as 
colophony (common rosin), gum elemi, mastic, 
balsam and asphalt. 


This opens an interesting and very practical 
question; It has been suggested (see current 
number of Hardwick’s Scvence Gossip. page 6), 
that camphor oil may be used for diluting the 
linseed oil medium of ordinary paints, in the 
game way as turpentine is now used for this 
purpose. This wovld effect a curious change 
in the domeatic reception of the house painter 
and decorator. Instead of the customary horror 
of the smell of paint, and the family migration 
consequent upon the invasion of the dreaded 
decorator, his advent would be hailed as a pe- 
riod of luxurious domestic aroma if his inside 
work were all executed with the camphor oil 
medium. The extent to which camphor oil 
may be substituted for turpentine in this 
manner must depend upon its price, and this 
will doubtless be much influenced by steadi- 
ness of demand. At present it appears to be 
rather a bye product in the manufacture of 








solid camphor, and thus may probably be sup- 
plied ata moderate price. Even if it costs 
three or four times as much as ordinary tur- 
pentine, the total addition to the cost of paint- 
ing the interior of a large house would amount 
to only a few shillings, and many would gladly 
pay that for the substituted odor. Everybody 
understands that camphor is a disinfectant, 
and though turpentine is in this respect 
very similar, the general public has no such 
faith in itasin camphor. The use of camphor 
oil as a solvent in making varnishes is very 
obvious, and was suggested by the Japanese 
chemists themselves, 

In a studio or school of art, like Herkomer’s, 
where many are at work upon the canvas of 
oil paintings in the same room, the use of the 
camphor oil medium would be a very desirable 
luxury. Even at ten times the price of com- 
mon turpentine its cost would be scarcely ap- 
preciable in comparison with that of the other 
materials and the value of the work done, We 
recommend the artists’ colormen to look to it 
at once. From easel-canvas to doors and 
wainscote will be but asimple and very natu- 
ralstep. It is never likely to be used for out- 
side work.—London Grocer.

Two Funny Oil Fields. 


There are two oil fields that are never heard 
of in the annais of the trade, but there is none 
more curious. One yields a product which is 
called the “Oilof Joy,” after T. C. Joy, who 
discovered the territory. The other field is 
called the Grasshopper Field, because of the 


resemblance of the light and primitive walking- 
beams that pump the oil from the sand to a lot 
of huge grasshoppers. 

The Grasshopper field is between Pleasant- 
ville and Titusville. Before the Bradford field 
was developed some operators drilled a mile or 
two in this peculiar territory, for illuminating 
oil. The drill struck a bed of stiff clay, as blue 
as indigo, about twenty feet below the surface. 


This was drilled through,and a showing of 
heavy oil found. The well was soon abandon- 
ed. Some years afterward the owner of the 
property dug a well with pick and shovel down 
through the bed of blue clay. In under that 
clay ‘was found a rich lubricating oil sand, The 
oil taken from the sand at once commanded $15 
a barrel. The wells are curbed with hemlock 
planks, and the oll is pumped by the simplest 
kind of a sucker-rod. Assoon as the oil was 
found to be so valuable wells were dug in this 
district in great numbers. The deepest one is 
only fifty feet in depth. The oil now com- 
mands $16 a barrel at the wells, and is all taken 


by the Vacuum Oil Company of Rochester. 
The yield isabout one barrel a day per well. 


This oil will not congeal in the lowest tempera- 


ture, and is a natural lubricator, needing no 
treatment before using. 


The Oil of Joy territory isnear Grand Valley 
The oil is found in parallel belts a mile long 
and nowhere more than 500 feet wide. There 
isa strip of dry territory an eighth of a mile 
wide between these belts, of which there are 
three. The oil lies at a depth of from 40 to 150 


teet. The sand is 75 feet in thickness. The 
wells are pumped every hour in the day and 
every day in the week, because of the unusual 
accumulation of water. A peculiarity of the 

water is that while in all the region off the oi 

belts the water is very hard, the water from 
the wells is extremely soft and cold. Three 
barrels of water are pumped with every barrel 
of oil that is obtained. The oil is a peculiarly 
fine illuminating oil, and is all purchased by 
the Acme Company at a price several cents a 
barrel higher than the regular market rate.

Thére is a good, steady movement of lubri- 
cants at stereotyped prices, with two or three 
exceptions. Pursffine olls are being sold more 
on the viscosity test and manufacturers are re- 
quired to give this subject more atzention to 
satefy buyers. The viscosity of an oil, how- 
ever, depends on the conditions under which it 
is taken—the temperature and size of the tube, 
tor instance. One brand of 26 gravity paraffine 
on the market is claimed to be 275 viscosity and 
commands lic, The ordinary grade of 25 grav- 
ity is still beid at 10}gc and 28 gravity at 8c, the 
latter for Jobbing quantities. The trade in par- 
affioes is distinctive trom other minerals oils in 
the fact that consumers are willing to pay the 
value of a good article, and this encourages 
manufacturers to improve their brands. More 
Puraffine oil is sold above llc than below that 
figure, it is claimed. 

Neural oils are without any new interest 
The Jobbing demand bus not varied any lately 
and old prices are quoted deaiers. T ese oils 
are recegnized as staple goods and will always 
be more or less in demand. Consumption is 
not changing either way, but dealers are not 
inélined to lay in stecks notwithetanding the 
absence of sharp competition and fluctuations.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, Jan. 26, 1886. 

The bulls lost their grip this afternoon, but 
not until they had forced sales at 92340, the 
highest point reached since early in December. 
Anticipating a 95 cent market, many overwise 
traders loaded up. They had no business with 
80 much grease, and the Standard soon set its 
minions at work and shook it out of them. The 
market was at high tide at noon. At that hour 
everybody seemed possessed of a desire to sell. 
Notch by notch the market went down bill, 
and only halted after sales were recorded at 
&9l¢c. There was a fractional recovery at the 
close, the last sales being made at 8954. 

The news from the drilling wells was not 
alarming, and the break was caused by a gene- 
ral desire to realize. The Craig & Cappeau No. 
2 at Kane, is seven fcet inthe sand. The rock 
is similar to that found in No. 1, and the well 
is acting precisely as did its predecessor. There 
has been no drilling done since Saturday, and 
none will be done until connections are made 
with the pipe line. During its first day’s exist- 
ence the well produced 80 bbls, and during the 
second day weakened to 67 bbls. Yesterday the 
output was 65 bbls. The Dyer well, on the Smith 
farm, is averaging 14 bbis per hour. The drill 
at the Montgomery well is 18 feet in the *‘ 50- 
foot” sand. The well is showing some oil, but 
is not yet deep enough to make an accurate es- 
timate. 

The Gordon No.2 struck a coarser vein of 
sand on Saturday,and made a flow on Sunday of 
60 bbls. Later it made three flows of twenty 
barrels each. It is not showing for as good a 
well as the Gorden No. 1. 


Both Wall street and the Stardard are cred- 
ited with the present active state of the spec- 
ulative market. Not until Saturday did oil 
sellatand above 8c. For weeks the market 
had been firmly pegged at and around 88c. The 
ball move while not unexpected by a certain 
few, came upon the bears and general floor 
traders with the fury of a western cyclone. 
When the storm came and values suddenly 
broke from the restraint which so long had held 
them down, the general trade was greatly sur- 
prised. Before the bears could recover from 
the galling bull fire, the quotation had advanced 
quickly to 9c, the highest price attained 
since Dec, 28, 18%5. 


Repeated raids attended by unusually heavy 
selling sent the market back to 89340, which 
was Saturday’s closing price. Yesterday sales 
were made at 91}¢c and the boom, according to 
a big gun who had raked in over 1,000,000 bbis 
of the stuff since Saturday, had just begun. 
To-day’s course of the market shows 
that he was mistaken. A great many of the 
brokers who were talked with, labored under 
the impression that the Wall street crowd was 
engineering the boom. 


“Wall street is boosting up the market,” said 
one. “When the street begins to dump, as it 
certainly will, then look out for a smash which 
will take the bottom clean out of the market.” 
The smash came along on time this afternoon. 

One of the best-posted and clearest- headed 
operators on the floor said; “The impression is 
that the Standard is using its old men tw cell 
large blocks botb here and in the oll country to 
create the idea that it is unloading, and that it 
is buying just twice as much ag it sells through 
unknown representatives in big Wall street 
houses. I think the Standard is responsible for 
both the advance and this decline.” 

Whether it is Wall street or the Standard, one 
thing is certain, and that is the market has 
thrown off its shackles and clambered out of 
the rut in which it has wallowed so long. 
The situation is bullish in _ the -field. 
The great reduction in stocks above ground 
which has occurred during the year is 
another heavy weight bull argument. The 
statistical position of the product continues 
strong. From the annual official circular of 
the Consolidated Stock and Petroleum Ex- 
change, the following comparative table show- 
ing the runs and deliveries during the past six 
years istaken. The figures for the last three 
months of 1885 include the business done by 
the Pittsburg and Macksburg pipe lines. Here 
is the table:

The indications now are that the runs for 
January will show a decline of over 5,000 bar- 
rels a day less than those of December. And in 
addition to this the field operations for the 
present month will probably show a marked 
falling cff in all departments. 

Late news from tbe field shows that the 
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Thomas Phillips test on the Schrader farm in 
Butler County is through the sand and is dry. 
Mr. Phillip’s test on the Wright farm is show- 
ing for a small producer. 

The Derrick of yesterday was of the opinion 
that the Gordon No, 2 at Washington would not 
be a failure. Telegraphic advices to-day 1eport 
the well as doing 10 bbls per hour. 

So far as the drill has gone the outlook for 
the Vandergrift well on the Weirich farm, close 
by, is not the best, but like Gordon 2 the Van- 
dergrift well has reserve supply in the fifty- 
fout rock, and will continue to do business even 
after the Gordon sand 1s condemned. The 
Gabby, too, being light in the same rock, would 
indicate that all south of Gordon 1 was de- 
batable territory, and the body of the produc- 
ing territory would have to be sought north or 
northwesterly from the first Gordon and in the 
direction of the large gas wells. Theold Gordon 
well itself is possibly an edge well, which may 
account for its rapid decline. 

The well on the McClane farm is also near the 
striking point. The Smith well,on the other 
hand, is beginning to lose its stalwartism. 
Saturday it was reported as low as 124% barrels 
an hour, and no one placed a higher estimate 
than 14 barrels an hour on it. The owners have 
decided to do no drilling for the present. The 
well has already paia for itself. Altogether the 
situation in Washington is more rosy than it 
was a week ago. Washington may yet be a 
great big field. There are fewer indications 
pointing that way. 

The market on Wednesday displayed no 
signs of activity. Sales were of small propor- 
tions; this, too, in the face of the fact that the 
situation was really bullish. The export de- 
mand continues light, while the daily pipe line 
figures show a heavy decline in stocks all over 
the region. After a tew sales at 8834c the mar- 
ket fell off three-fourths of a cent, closing 
weak at 88c bid all around. But little oil is 
held in Bradford, which leads the Star to make 
this startling statement : 

“The floor traders still continue very bear- 
ish, and the line of short sales is gradually in- 
creasing onevery raid. There are only two or 
three speculators on the floor who have any 
oil. The bulk of what is loaned belongs to 
New York and otber outside interests, and if 
this should be taken off the floor unexpectedly, 
there are not enough certificates in Brad- 
ford or McKean county to make deliveries for 
this exchange. This looks like a bold state- 
ment, but we know whereof we speak, but so 
long as the carrying rates continue so low on 
this floor there is not much danger of this move 
being inaugurated.” 

The Era of the same date was of the opinion 
that the strained apathy must soon give place 
to renewed activity in speculative values. The 
Oil City Derrick had no decided opinion to ex- 
press.

Bradford, 1,344,000; Oil City, 2,998,000; Pittsburg, 
1,364,000. Total sales Jan 20, 11,311,000.

A large short interest was developed on 
Thursday, and carrying rates took a tumble 
from 45c to 25c. One of the causes of the de- 
cline was a lie industriously circulated that a 
300 bbl well was gushing its life away at Shef- 
field. When the scare had subsided the market 
jumped from 87%4@88}¢c and closed strong and 
steady at 88440 bid at New York and Oil City, 
and 8844c at Bradfard and Pittsburg. First 
sales in Braéford were made }4c below New 
York and closed an eighth higher. Several 
large bloeks changed hands here and in the 
West. There was no news of account from the 
Washington wells.

A funeral-like quiet hung over the oil 
pit on Friday. Business in the West was as 
near a standstill as it could possibly get. Here 
but little interest was manifested in the slug- 
gish march of the fractions, The range was 
8854@87740 and the close was strong at 88}4c bid 
here and 88i¢c inthe West. “Theend hasabout 
come,” remarked a long-headed bull, who was 
giving out tips, “and I expect to seil some 
grease $0-morrow for 90 cents, and don’t you 
forgeyJ4t.”” A chorus of bear laughs greeted 
this bull pointer. Ere Saturday’s sun went to 
bed the bears laughed on the other side. The 
bull’s tip was a straight one.

The peg was removed quite unexpectedly on 
Saturday much to the consternation of the 
bears who, though taken by surprise, made a 
gallant uphill fight against the vast power and 
influence of the Wall street gang, which was 
back of the boom. From the opening until 
near one o’clock the bears had things appar- 
ently their own way. The market started off 
at 88i4c here and 88¢c in the West, tell off to 
880, firmed up to 89c, settled back to 8834c, and 
then started off on such a boom as has not been 
witnessed in weeks. The pit which was almost 
deserted was in an instant swarming with life.

When 90c was reached the bulls emptied their 
lungs and danced around like demons. The 
uproar became deafen.ng when 90}éc was paid 
for oil. Then the pikers and floor traders who 
were being cut all to pieces made things warm 
for the bulls, The fight was stubborn but 
bloodless, and values were sent whirling down 
the scale to 89%c, which was the closing price 
at New York, Oil City and Pittsburg, and &97%0 
at Bradford. The two cent advance of the day 
wiped out in a few minutes the accumulated 
carrying rates on 88 cent oil for six weeks.

The news that 
the Gordon No. 2 at Wushington had been 
drilled deeper into a good sand and had made 
an increased flow, did not in the least dampen 
the ardor of the balls who took all the oil that 
was offered. The Vandergrift was reported as 
drilling in a hard sand with no showing of 
grease, while report had it that the Craig & 
Cappeau No. 2 at Kane, had made 76 bbls in 24 
hours. The Wall street gang or the Standard, 
whichever is responsible for the advance, sent 
prices up to 9140 at the close and concluding 
sales were made at 913g¢c bid here and at Brad- 
ford, and 9/c at Oil City and Pittsbure.

At noon to-day refiners seriously thought of 
marking up quotations an eight. Before they 
had come to any conclusion the certificate 
market had broken nearly three cents. All 
offers for 10 deg Abel test at 7340 were taken 
up. Business during the week has been of 
small proportions and sales will fall under 10U.- 
090 bbis. At Philadelphia and Baltimore the 
quotation is 4c lower. 

There has been quite a heavy movement in 
cases which remain firm and unchanged on the 
basis of 834@976c as to brand and packing. Aoc- 
cording to a summary of the Custom House 
clearances there were shipped from the port of 
New York during 1835 10,381,500 cases, against 
a total of 9,551,034 cases in 1-8t, 8,238,991 cases in 
1883, and 8,657,774 cases in 1882. These figures 
tell their own story: During 1885 the total ex- 
porte of petroleum from the United States 
were 15,892,259 bbis,a daily average of 45.540 
bbis, against an average of 42,064 bbis in the 
previous year. 

Crude in shipping order is firm at 65gc for 
Bradford and ‘}c for Parker. 

Naphtha is higher at 8}¢c for prime city. 


Prices for domestic otis are unchanged. 

In their annual review Wm. H. Samuel & Co. 
of Liverpool say: “One of the most striking 
features that have characterised European mar- 
kets during the year that has just closed, and 
home markets during the first half of the year, 
are the greatly reduced stocks that have been 
held compared with previous years. The total 
qantity of refined oil in stock at the close of 
the year in the principal continental ports. in- 
cluding London and Liverpool, was only 579,052 
barrels, against 1,047,064J barrels at the com- 
mencement of the year 1884. There has not 
however been any serious falling off in the 
consumption, the deliveries having been 4,810,- 
038 barrels, against 4,870,831 during the previ- 
ous year, so that the reason for the smallness of 
the stocks that have been held must be traced 
to other causes, the principal of which no 
doubt was the prevailing uncertainty as to the 
effect upon the American markets of the com- 
petition of Russian oll, importers feeling satis- 
fied that the fear of Russian competition would 
effectually prevent American refiners taking 
advantage of small stocks to advazce prices 
Stocks inthe principal home markets, London 
and Liverpool, were like those of the principal 
Continental ports. much smaller during the 
first balf of the year than at the corresponding 
time of previous year, but during the latter 
half they have been very much the same as, 
and have ovcasionally exceeded those of the 
previous year. The deliveries from London 
show a slight diminution as compared with 
preceding year, 590,122 barrels agsinst 603,366, 
Liverpool on the other band having increased 
her deliveries from 20,175 barrels in 1884 to 
275,781 in 1885. 

“Up to August there was really oply one 
brand of ordinary petroleum upon the market 
of any importance, but from thence on to the 
end of the year. the season bas been remark- 
able for the introduction of new brands of 
American oil as well as the importation 
on a large scale of Russian petroleum, 
and the margin between the different 
brands has varied from 1-16@4d per gallon. 
Until October, Russian petroleum hardly en- 
tered into sericus competition with American 
petroleum, the price being too high, but since 
then, plentiful arrivals bave brought it into 
open competition with A.werican oil, and it 
has ruled from 1-16d to 444 per gallon cheaper. 
Notwithstanding, however, the fact that 
Russian bas been cheaper than American oil, 
the demand has been very light and can hardly 
be said to bave increased as the difference be- 
tween the prices for same has widened. This is 
principally to be accounted for in the fact that 
Russian empties have not commanded prices 
equal to American, the difference in the prices 
of the oils being thereby to a great extent 
nullified. In quality the larger portion of 
the Russian oil imported, has, up te the 
present, borne very favorable compari- 
son with American oil, and we _ see 
no reason why, prices and other circumstances 
being equal, Russian oil should not be as great- 
ly in demand as American oil. The burning 
quality of American oil has during the past 
year been more satisfavtory than inthe pre- 
ceding year. but there has, nevertheless, been 
serious cause for complaint about several 
cargoes imported during recent months. A 
very large proportion of one or two cargoes of 
*Royal Daylighc’ brand were very unsatisfac- 
tory, while many other cargoes were not at all 
uotform, The result has been that whereas 
formerly ‘Royal Daylight’ was about the only 
brand in request. forming fully nine-tenths of 
the deliveries, it has failen off to probably less 
than haif, its place having been taken by 
brands of more uniform quality.”

very satisfactory, though the return as to 
quantity for the year was small. 
this oilamong the native races is necessarily 
unimportant, as a consequence of constant 
fires in their habitations day and night during 
the rains and dry seasons, and on account of 
the abundance of oil palms, the oll ot which is 
used as food and for lubrication. There is a 
difference in price in favor of palm oil of from 
eight to twelve cents in the gallon over kero- 
sene oil. The palm oil is sold at the rate of 
23 1-80 per gallon, and the kerosene from 25c to 
35c per gallon retail. It depends upon in- 
creased facilities for transportation of palm oil 
tu the coast when the kerosene will be pre- 
ferred to palm oil. At present the means cf 
transportation of native products are the backs 
ofmen. Walking long distances being the 
common method of travel, it is not regarded as 
an inconvenience by the native people, and 
time is not esteemed so much in tropical coun- 
tries as in temperate climes.— London Grocer.

The quantity of goods going into consump- 
tion is very satisfactory, the volume of busi- 
ness being in excess of that of corresponding 
periods for several years past. Nevertheless 
there is no large movement in any line, the 
speculative spirit being almost entirely absent. 
Dealers are quite satisfied that this should be 
the case, preferring as a rule the steady, 
moderate consumptive demand to the fe- 
verish uncertainty attending the specula- 
tive periods. A tone of steadiness per- 
vades the market,and most of the changes 
that bave occurred during the week have 
been in the direction of an advance. 
Opium has been dull for some time, and the 
only feature it now presents is an easier feeling 
manifested by holders and a gradual sagging of 
the market market in anticipation of a full 
crop. While the large buyers are holding off the 
demand for broken packages is very good, the 
consumers evidently needing supplies. The 
quinine marxe‘ is dull,but as there is an impre-- 
sion prevalent that better prices willbe realized 
in a month or two, there is no pressure to;sell, 
and prices are maintained. The essential vil 
market presents quite an active appearance, 
and a number of changesin prices have oc- 
curred during the week, the inclination, asa 
rule, being inan upward direction. All the 
Messina oils have advanced in sympathy with 
the primary market. Owing to the increased 
supplies of berries, holdera of oil cubebs 
have reduced their pretensions, Coca leaves 
are very much lower. Balsam Peru has ad- 
vanced, as there is little or nothing coming 
forward, while tbe spot supply is reported to 


be light. The principal changes in the market 
are noted below.

The market keeps steady under a good retail 
demand, although calls for a large quantity are 
not frequently made as buyers so far are indif- 
ferent to the solicitations made them by hold- 
ers to purchase round lots, they preferring to 
continue the present hand-to-mouth style and 
only take such quantities as current wants may 
require. The generai quotation for single cases 
is $3 25. It iscurrently reported however, that 
one of the large dealers in order to reduce pres- 
ent stocks and thus enable him to secure fur- 
ther supplies at lower figures, has been quoting 
single cases to the large buyers in the West at 
$320. The sales comprise 10 cs within the 
range. For broken packages there has been a 
good demand; in fact, dealers all report the 
trade as being unusually good for this period 
of the year. The only explanation given is that 
consumers are confident that lower prices will 
prevail during the next three months, 
hence their cautious manner in purchas- 
ing only retail lots to cover present necessi- 
ties. The quotation ranges from $3 30@3 35, as 
to holder, the bulk however being placed at the 
inside figure. The sales aggregate 8 cases 
within the range. For future shipments prices 
show considerable fluctuation ranging from 
$2 10@2 25 in bond bere, as to test, quantity and 
holder, with only a limited business reported. 
The only sale we hear of was one of 20 cases 
of very high test for February shipment at 
$220 in bond.A good deal of complaint is heard 
among the trade, especially the importers, 
about the delay in having their goods passed at 
the Custom House, The excuses given are the 
large arrivals rather than any want of activity 
on the part of the examiners. Powdered 
opium has again been reduced, it now being 
procurable at $436@440, as to quantity and 
holder, with a light demand reported. 

Morphine is very dull under a light consump- 
tive demand. The weakness of the opium mar- 
ket has caused some of the outside holders of 
P & W make to offer their stocks quite freely 
in anticipation of a reduction being made by 
the various makers. Weare reported sales of 

1% ozs P & W make from outside holders at $3 
@3 05 for eighths, while the makers continue to 
quote $310. R &Sare still quoting $2 75@38 as 
to style of packing. It ia reported that K & M 
having sold quite freely of late are not deliver- 
ing very promptly; this, however is only tem- 
porarily. There is no change in Scotch which 
remains dull at $2 30@2 35 as to quantity and 
style of packing.

offered, as all seem to think at present prices it 
isa good investment, and that a turn for the 
better must soon come, hence their indifference 
about pushing their holdings. The agents of 
foreign makes he'p to confirm this impression, 
as very few of them are inclined to offer for 
future shipment very freely, neither can it be 
said there are many anxious buyers for round 
lots at present quotations named by them, 
Jobsts is held at 67gc for bulk and 72}¢c for 
ounces, while the agent for B & § is limited to 
0c for bulk. The result of the bark sale in 
London to-day, however, does not give much 
encouragement beyond the fact that out of 
3,889 bales offered 2,898 bales found buyers 
at prices ranging from 4}44@5d, the mar- 
ket closing steady, the prices realized being 
about the same as the previous fortnightly 
auctionsale. There has only been a moderate 
jobbing demand for the domestic makes since 
our last. No large lotasare being moved. The 
leading brands are held at 73@8vo, as to style of 
packing, although some are quoted at 65c for 
bulk. Messrs. Roessler & Hasslacher, agents 
for Goldand Silver brand of quinine in this 
country, in speaking of the bark market in 
their circular under date of January 2ist, sey: 
“We submit to the trade the following inter 
esting report on the condition of the cinchona 
and quinine market: All reports from Ceylon 
confirm that the tendency to higher prices in 
the London bark sales last summer produced 
considerable excitement there, causing all 
available help they could spare in the coffee 
plantations during October to December to be 
put to the stripping of bark. The warm and 
dry season hastened the drying of the bark, 
andjthis, combined with the new raiiroad (the 
Detroya road) giving the Dimbula district a 
connection with Columbo, fully explains the 
suddenly increased bark shipments amounting 
from Oct 1 to Noy 19, 1885, t> 2,509,978 Ibs 
against 779,038 Ibs during the same time in 1884. 
But again, the later lower prices in London 
were at once felt in later shipments, for they 
amounted from Nov 20 to Dec 3, 1885, to only 
409,006 Ibs against 453,539 lbs during the same 
time in 1884,a decrease of about 10 per cent. 
In connection with this another fact must be 
considered, the coffee crop beginning the end 
of December and lasting 3 or 4 weeks will ab- 
sorb a large portion of the labor occupied dur- 
ing October to December with the barks, It is 
not to be feared that these facts will produce 
anearly scarcity of bark, for a large part of 
the heavy shipments made before November 19 
is warehoused or still on the way, and has not 
yet appeared at auction. We have also the 
supply from Bolivia. But these facts remind 
us again, that if on the one hand the output is 
increased with high prices, on the other hand 
low prices will atop this output. The claim 
that barks remaining on the tree lose iu value 
has long been proved untrue. We are also re- 
minded that as a forced action or false position 
is always followed bya reaction, it must there- 
fore be in the best interest of the quinine busi- 
ness to let things take their natural course. 

“Notwithstanding other advices, stating that 
the exportation of bark was not yet on the de- 
crease, we do not hesitate to submit above re- 
port to the trade.” 

There is almost no demand for cinchonidia 
at the moment, the large stocks reported to be 
held by speculators, apparently having a de- 
pressing effect on the market. Values are 
somewhat unsettled, the range being from 10@ 
l4c for bulk as to quantity, brand and holder. 

The receipts of quinine for the week have 
been about 20,000 ozs, entered at the Custom 
House and 5 cs not entered.

Harmony in barrels or 100 lb cases 8340 per lb, 
Smith Bros, concentrated in sacks 6340, 
refined in barrels or cases 7i4c, Armagosa 
concentrated 634c, in ton lots special prices 
given, San Bernardino Borax Mine Co, 80.” 
The following we take from an exchange: 
*The first arrival of refined Italian borax has 


just been landed in London from the steamship 
York. This borax has, we are informed, been 
manufactured from the crude boracic acid of 
Tuscany without the aid of coal or wood, the 
natural steam jeta which spring from the soil 
being utilized for boiling the liquors. Since 
the discovery of borax in California and Ne- 
vada, the price of this remarkable product has 
been gradually declining, and to-day the price 
is lower than has ever before been known. A 
shipment of over 600 tons of boracite has just 
reached Liverpool from Pandermary, Asia 
Minor, and prices are still likely to recede con- 
siderably.

Game, Bowes & Co. say: 

Linseed—Ths total imports during 1885, from 
every shipping port, amount to about 2,000,000 
qrs., viz., from Caicutta and Bombay 1,587,000 
qrs.; the various Black Sea and Azov ports 
31,000 qrs.; St. Petersburg 30,000 qrs.; Riga, 
Libau, Archangel, and other Russian ports 
195,000 qrs.; and from the River Plate 247,000 
ars. Our supplies have again been drawn al- 
most entirely from East India, where the sup- 
plies have been sufficiently abundant to make 
up for the failure of the Russian crop. In the 
spring, owing to the probability of a Russian 
war, there was a sharp spurt in linseed from 
42:@17s 6d, but this advantage in price was 
quickly lost again when affairs took a peaceful 
turn. Inthe autumn the Indian crop was re- 
ported to be practically exhausted, and prices 
advanced again during September and October 
to 468; shipments however, continuing to in- 
crease, in December the value declined to 42s 6d 
on the spot and for shipment, The value to- 
day is, spot 4283d; December-January, and 
January-February, Canal, 42s 3d, and spring 
and forward there is very little business pass- 
shipments, Cape and Canal have changed 
hands at 40s. Bombay, spot  Lon- 
don is quoted 43, 6d, and Hull 45s, 
ing. The Russian crop has been almost an en- 
tire failure, and the quality of the few parcels 
of Petersburg imported was very inferior. 

Linseed Oil—Prices during the past year have 
been well maintained in spite of a large pro- 
duction. Inthespring a speculative demand 
sprung up in anticipation of a Continental war, 
and oil continued in good request for consump- 
tion throughout the summer and autumn. The 
highest price of the year—viz., 23s 6d for pipes— 
was touched in September, and although this 
advance was fairiy maintained during October 
we have had a declining market throughout 
November and December, closing dull at 19s 6d 
spot in pipes, 193 9d in bbls, Jannary and April 
20s, May and December 203. The failure of the 
Russian linseed crop caused Baltic oil to rise 
out of all proportion to ordinary oil, and 21s 
was paid in September ; it has now, however, 
declined to 26@27s per cwt. In Hull during the 
past year prices have been very little under 
London, closing at about our quotations, both 
for spot and forward. 

Cottonseed—Commencing the season with a 
large stock of old seed and every prospect of a 
heavy new crop, it was somewhat surprising 
that in June and July large sales were effected 
for November and January shipment at £6 lis 
per ton. Shipments of the 1885 crop commenced 
rather earlier than usual, and witha continual- 
ly falling oil market, prices have steadily de- 
clined to £6 per ton, at which a considerable 
business has transpired on passage and Janu- 
ary shipment, both to London and Hull, Al- 
though the crop is reported to be 20 per cent 
short of that of 1884, supplies have arrived very 
freely in Alexandria, and being weakly held, 
have been forced on the market there. The 
Continent is buying a considerably less quantity 
this year tnan last, which has no doubt had an 
effect on this market. The stock of cottonseed 
in store in Alexandria on the 15th December 
last was estimated at about 61,000 tons, and the 
total ovports of 1885 crop up to the 2lst Decem- 
ber, 1885, about 89,600 tons. 

Rosin has followed suit to the other articles 
used in the soap trade. Fine grades have been 
sold almost entirely direct to consumers, whilst 
strained is lower than has been known for a 
very long time. We quote the latter 33 6d per 
ewt spot and to arrive, ex ship terms, with but 
little inquiry. 

Whalebone—The import last year, including 
the catch of the Davis Straits and Greenland 
whalers, was 24 tons only, against 58 tons in 
1884, 25 tons in 1883, 36 tons in 1£82,48 tons in 
1881. The stock at the public warehouses here 
is 644 tons, and in Sc tland about 33 tons. The 
fluctuations in prices last year were not £0 
great as in 1884, the highest quotations being in 
the months of June and July, viz, £1,600@ 
1,700 per ton, but cn favorable news from the 
American Arctic whalers early in August, the 
price for Arctic bone rapidly declined to £1,100 
per ton, which is to-day’s quotation, The catch 
of the Scotch Davis’ Straits whalers last season 
was very .oor, which has been the more un- 
fortunate for the owners, as the American 
whalers having had a good catch, Arctic whale- 
bone is plentiful and will, we fear, prevent 
prices improving, at all events for some time.

There is a somewhat quieter feeling at the 
close, but prices are firmly maintained at $1 5C 
per case ex godown. 

Quicksilver— Has advanced in sympathy with

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The German Soap and Candle Trade. 


Berlin, Cologne, Frandfort, etc., have a rising 
home and foreign trade in soap, perfumery and 
candles. But the makers inveigh against the 
German customs duties ot 1879, which heap 
charges ranging from 8 to 40 per cent ad val- 
orem on the majority of the materials required 
in the manufacture of these substances, that is, 
on tallow, swine-fat, linseed and palm oil, 
cocoanut, castor oil. etc., and on certain 
French scents used in making fancy soaps. 
And the same is the case in respect of the per 
fumer’s requisites. Nevertheless, there is an 
enlarging export of the finer articles, which 
some German accounts describe as being 
increasingly sold in England, although in the 
Russian and American markets transactions 
are now seriously hampered by protective 
tariffs. 

The duties keep back low-class foreign prep- 
arations—a former import of household soap 
has collapsed—but the German Empire is des- 
cribed as being ‘‘deluged’”’ with English and 
French goeds of the higher order, and certain 
Chambers of Commerce speak with bitterness 
of the German preference for the soaps of 
Yardley and the scents of Atkinson and Lubin, 
whilst such superior native articles can be pur- 
chased at lower prices. However, the influx of 
foreign soap, especially English, must be very 
limited. German toilet soap is cheap, but 
seems to be less saponaceous than ours: the 
packing of tablets, mechanically and sesthetic- 
ally considered, is deticient; and the average 
article is of a lower grade than the familiar 
British brands; the household soap is less cheap 
and good. A new tariff modification grants a 
boon to the soap-boilers and chandlers, though 
not a franchise of duty for their raw materials. 
There is now a drop in the charge on pressed 
tallow under control, a refuse in artificial 
butter-making which is valuable for the man- 
ufacture of stearine and soap, and has hitherto 
paid duty with paraffine,stearine and palmitine. 

On the commercial confilct waged be- 
tween England and Germany in soaps 
and perfumes, two London manufac- 
turers state as follows: 1. “We are af-

manufacture. 
with them in foreign markets for the same rea- 
son.” 2% “With regard to handkerchief per- 
fumes and general toilet articles—excepting, of 
course, eau de Cologne—we do not thiak there 
is any competition at all worth consideration 
with German makes, even with the lowest 
qualities. But with toilet soaps of the cheap 
kinds, we believe the case is altogether differ- 
ent. Large quantities of low priced German 
transparent soap are imported, and are freely 
sold against the home productions.” Curious, 
if true—now that our excise regulations allow 
spirits of wine to be sold mixed with methy- 
lated spirit. These and other German soaps 
and perfumes are constantly, if not habitually, 
marked with English and French names, which 
however, are palpable forgeries. The export 
soap in question is described locally as rubbish: 
“half water glass,” says an expert. 

Germany does not shine in candles, and the 
cause may partly lie in the tariff. The well 
known “Apollo” or “Milly”’ lights, are made of 
the substance which the Custom House calls 
stearine, and chemists stearic acid, with vary- 
ing supp!ements of palmitic acid or paraffine. 
Paraffine candles are less used. The German 
candles, are, we think, inferior to our own 
lights in appearance, but they are cheap. This 
helps to explain why Magdeburg paraffine 
lights are labelled “candles,” or “fine candles,” 
and made up in English pounds. The stearine 
trade has vigorously protested against the 
duties imposed on tallow and palm oil, which 


' they allege, sericusly, hamper German compe- 


tition at home with the chandlers of Holland 
and Belgium, whose prime materials are un- 
taxed. Repeated demands for a repeal of the 
said duties, or for more protection to native 
stearine and candles, have just been partly 
satisfied by the legislative adoption of the 
latter alternative. Germany is, in fact, at a 
disadvantage as regards her neighbors both in 
the made article and in the basic material. 
Stearine is taxed, and under the tariff scale of 
consistency the importer of New York City or 
Australian grease is always liatleto be mulcted 
in the maximum charges, for fat when fluid at 
12 deg. R. (60 deg. Fahbr.), pays as oil 
and if the melting point is above 3% 
deg (11i deg. Fabr.) as stearine, The 
official *‘motives’’ of the Revision Bill were 
furnished with the usual statistical apparatus, 
which, of course, would be expected to contain 
figures favorable to the Government demands 
for increased protection. However, in this, as 
in other instances, the Custom House returns 
appeared to the ignorant to refute the text of 
the bill. The import of Dutch and Belgian 
lights, which was making the chandlers of 
Germany bankrupt, dwindled from 1,121,100 
kilos. in 1879 to 263,900 silos. in 1884! And 
while the import was being divided by five, the 
export was being multiplied by about three 
and a half, baving leaped within the years 
named from 760,000 kilos. to 2,597,700 kilos, 

According to information from Holland, the 
duty of 1879 killed the candle export to Ger- 
many, and it is thought that the Dutch stearine 
will have the same fate under the augmented 
German duty. But in Stettin, where candles 
are a staple, it is asserted that the new rates 
are too low to be of service to the German 
maker. The complaints of foreign stearine, 
or—to be more accurate—of stearic acid, arise 
from the import from Holland Belgium, France 
and Austria, especially the two former coun- 
tries. The article is brought to Germany, 
where it is mixed ;with; paraffine in overdoses, 
the compound being made into “Milly” or 
“Apollo” candles of a degraded order, which 
undersell those with a more normal modicum 
of the diluting substance. The history of the 
duties is as follows:—Previous to 1879, stearine, 
stearic acid, (these are, fiscally speaking, the 
same article) paraffine, and the similar constit- 
uents of candles, paid a 3s duty, which was 
raised in 1879 to 8s, This will henceforth be 10s. 
Candles were at l5s the double cwt., and are 
now at 18s. This would be hardly less than 10 
to 20 per cent.ad valorem. The rise of duty 
on stearic and palmitic acids will seemingly be 
a bonusto the chandlers who produce their 
own acid at the expense of those who import. 
The fat duties enhance the price of tallow and 
palm oil, and the dearness of these products 
drives the soap-boilers to have recourse to sur- 
rogates, which give soaps a very nice appear- 
ance, but are ruinous to the textiles cleansed 
with them in manufacturing or domestic pro- 
cesses. Ivis, however, hard that the tariff 
should be burdened with the whole responsi- 
bility for an.evil not confined to Germany or to 
soap.—London Grocer. 
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On the Testing of Emery and Corun- 
dum. 


BY NELSON H. DARTON. 

There are but few materials that are in such 
general use as emery which vary as much in 
hardness and quality as this useful abrasive. 
The causes of this variability are comparative- 
ly well understood by the few who have thor- 
oughly investigated the matter, and a general 
statement of these causes may be of value in 
the selection of emery and emery ores. 

The nature of emery was thoroughiy investi- 
tigated by the late Dr. J. Lawrence Smith, and 
it was found that it is an impure form of the 
mineral corundum, the amount and nature o- 


fected by the competition of the cheap German 
transparent toilet soap in our market on ac- 
count of its low price, there being no restric- 
tion with them in the use of the spirit in its 
We are also unable to compete 














the impurities varying greatly, and by their 
interference with the cleavages of the corun- 
dum affecting the hardness by varying the 
structure, and, generally being very much 
softer, decreasing the hardness in proportion 
to their amounts. Chemical and mineralogi- 
cal examinations were shown to afford corsid- 
erable evidence upon the probable hardness 
and purity of the emery, but fail to point out 
the structure and arrangement of the impuri- 
ties of which they show the existence. When 
supplemented by microscopic examinaticn, 
very satisfactory results may be obtained, but 
these processes are only of value in the hands 
of an expert, and then taking much time for 
their execution. 

With commercial corundum the case js very 
similar; and this material, now coming into 
very general use on account of its superior 
hardness to emery, varies much more thap 
would be supposed. tea f 

There are two classes of corundum, and they 
grade into each other imperceptibly. The 
most common variety has the two cleavages 
very prominent, and the third frequently 
present; it breaks down into splintery frag- 
ments, and, although cutting rapidly, is not so 
powerful and lasting as the other variety, 
which is without prominent cleavages and is 
dense and granular. The two varieties often 
occur at the same locality, at Buck Creek, iv 
North Carolina. The granular variety greatly 
preponderates, and is an extreme of its class; 
much of the corundum now in the market is 
very impure, containing other and softer 
minerals, and is often mixed with quartz. 

Several mechanical methods have been pro- 
posed for testing the abrading power of emery, 
etc. Dr. J. L. Smith’s is the only one yielding 
reliable results. The writer has had along and 
satisfactory experience in its use, and it has 
been found possible to improve it in many de- 
tails, which has made it more readily manipu- 
lated, and useful to many who are not 
sufficiently skilled to observe all the refine- 
ments of manipulation necessary in the original 
process, and the neglect of which makes the 
results of but little value, 

It is trusted that a detailed description of 
the process will be valuable to many who have 
occasion to use or handle emery, and either 
have not known or could not obtain gatisfac- 
tory results with the method as originally pro- 
posed. 

This process was to reduce the mineral to 
about No, 60, and grind it down dry ona glass 
plate by rubbing with an agate. By weighing 
the plate before and after the operation, the 
amount of glass ground away was found; and 
comparing this result with one similarly ob- 
tained from sapphire, which was used as a 
standard, the relative abrading power of the 
emery was found. By grinding the polish off 
the glass plate before the test, and then using 
the emery made in a paste with water, it was 
found by many careful experiments that the 
time and possibility for error were reduced 
greatly; and many minor details increase the 
practicability of the process. 

When the emery is in a crude state, it is ne- 
cessary to reduce it to a grain of suitable fine- 
ness for the test, and the selection of a sample 
for this purpose is a very important prelimi- 
nary, which requires the exercise of much judg- 
ment, especially if the sample is to be a small 
one and of uncrushed ore. Aslarge a quantity 
as possible should be taken, and reduced to 
fragments of about the size of a pea, in a 
crusher or by breaking in an iron mortar. It 
is then to be freed from smaller grains by pass- 
ing over a No. 8 sieve, and a sample drawn 
from it by “quartering down;’ the quantity 
need not exceed an ounce. 

This sample isthen to be reduced in a small 
stee] diamond mortar, or if this is not at hand, 
an ordinary iron mortar will answer. Very 
small portions should be taken each time, and 
broken by one or two hard, quick blows, and 
when the grains become smaller, a slight ro- 
tary motion should accompany the pressure ; 
care should always be taken not to break the 
emery too fine by much hammering. 


When each fragment of the sample has been 
broken, all should be passed over a No. 8 sieve, 
and the remaining fragments broken until of 
that size ; the product should then be graded 
by passing over a No. 16, then Nos. 24, 40, and 
60 sieves. All coarser than No. 16 is then broken 
until it passes through No. 16. The product is 
again graded and added to the results of the 
first separation, and this process is progressive- 
ly continued until ali passes through a No. 60 
sieve : all finer than No. 70 is separated and 
discarded, as No. 60 has beer found to be about 
the best size for the test, representing as it does 
the average grade of those generally prepared. 
No. 40 may be used, but it is not so easy of ma- 
nipulation as No. 60, and the ore may be re- 
duced to size without the progressive separa- 
tions advised above, but the results are more 
apt to vary when these details are not ub- 
served, as the emery wears itself down very 
irregularly when much is reduced at once, and 
a larger amount of iron is ground off the mor- 
tar, and decreases the cutting power of the 
abrasive. These particles of iron cannot be 
separated by the magnet, as much of the emery 
is also attractable. 

It is quite obvious that emery prepared as 
above described must differ in shape of grain 
from that produced in the regular milling pro- 
cess, and consequently it can never be fair to 
compare the two except for general results ; 
and the ‘regularly manufactured product will 
generally be found to give much better results:

asa greater part of the impurities of the ore 
are separated. 

One should also bear in mind, in the compar- 
ison of two ores, that they may yield dif- 
ferent comparative results in the mill- 
ing than in’ the hand process, and 
again, when subjected to different process of 
manufacture, may be made to differ in quality. 
The writer has recently met with instances in 
which an emery ore slightly inferior to anoth- 
er, when reduced by band, yielded in the hands 
of a miller a better product than the other, but 
by a different process of preparation, which 


eliminated much of the impurities and pro- 
duced a more effectively shaped grain. 
these instances we are cautioned to use the

proeess below described only as a comparative 


one, and always under exactly the same condi- 
tions and with the 4ame object in view. Ita 
value, then, is chiefly in comparing the value 
of manufactured emeries, and for ore it can 
only be considered as partially satisfactory. 


The glasses for the test may be of ordinary 


French plate about 3-16 inch thick and four 
inches square; they are prepared for the test 
by gridding off the polish with a paste of No, 
80 emery and water, applied on a cloth, and 
will only occupy a few moments for each, 
When ground they are well washed, dried, a 
distinctive number marked upon them with a 
piece of emery, corundum, or a diamond, and 
carefully weighed. It is desirable,in making 
many tests, to have a fixed method for prepar- 
ing the surface of these glasses, in order always 
to have them of the same texture; as both sides 
of the glasses may be used, it is well to prepare 
both at once, and number them differently. 


The amount of the abrasive to be taken for 


the test varies with the sensitiveness of the 
balance to be used for weighing it out. Witha 
good chemical balance weighing to milligram- 


mes, two grammes (or 60 grains) is sufficient; 


but for a balance less sensitive, as a good pre- 
scription balance, twice or thrice this quantity 
should be taken. The more used, the longer is 


the process. 


The “rubber” should be of agate cut or 


smoothed to a plane face, at least an inch anda 


half in diameter,, and of convenient shape for 
handling. The bottom of an agate mortar 1s 


well suited for this purpose. 
All being ready, the emery is weighed out on 


a watch glass and mixed into a soft but solid 


paste with a fow drops of water. A mass 


about 4% inch cube is placed in the center of 


the glass plate and rubbed thoroughly over its 
The motion should be 
rotatory, the pressure moderate and uniform, 


and the process continued until the paste be- 


comes impalpable. Thisis then scraped aside, 


and other similar portions placed upon the 


plate in succession and ground down. When 
all is finished, the scrapings are mixed to- 
gether, and again worked over the plate until 
no grinding action is perceptible. The plate is 
then cleaned, washed, dried and weighed. The 
operation is repeated. and if the loss in the last 
grinding is over five per cent of the first, the 
operation should be again repeated until a 
satisfactory result is obtained. 

Although emeries can be compared directly 
with each other by the results of this process, 
it is desirable to have a standard of compar- 
ison, as 100, and to reduce the various results 
to this standard. 

The standard to use would appropriately be 
the black diamond, as it is the hardest of all 
minerals. 

Corundum is much more practicable, and as 
the process above detailed is equally applicable 
to it, a standard m ay be readily obtained. 

The corundum selected should should be of 
the dense granulur variety. I have found that 
from Buck Creek, N, C., to be the best suited. 
It occurs in rough-looking grayish-white 
masses witheut apparent cleavage, and in the 
mortar or at the mill yields about the same 
product, a bubrry grain, which wears down 
very slowly and has great cutting power, al- 
though cutting rather slowly. 

Corundum of this character is sometimes 
associated with the splintery variety, and a 
lump or two may generally be culled from any 
good sized lot of corundum, It should be re- 
duced to No. 60 and freed from iron particles 
by the magnets. A good emery should stand 
about 55 in comparison with this corundum as 
100.—Scientific American, 
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Testing Petroleum Oil. 


With a view of further assisting the refiner, 
and inspectors of petroleum oil in the United 
States in arriving at a test of burning quality 
based upon the requirements of the trade in 
the United Kingdom, Mr. Boverton Redwood, 
chemist of the Petroleum Association, has 
drawn up the following preliminary report on 
the subject of a test of the burning quality of 
petroleum oil:— 

I beg to report that during the period that 
has elapsed since this question was referred to 
me, I have devoted much time to the investi- 
gation of proposed methods of testing, and lat- 
terly to devising a method which, in some of 
its essential particulars, differs from any yet 
suggested. 

It will be remembered that much has been 
written and spoken in favor of a distillation 
test, and I accordingly felt it necessary to make 
a large number of experiments with the object 
of determining whether any form of sucha 
test was capable of affording satisfactory re- 
sults. As the conclusion to which I came was 
distinctly unfavorable, it is not necessary tha

I should devote space to a record of the results 
obtained, and I will, therefore, merely state 
generally that while any single operator can 
obtain by such a test comparative data of con- 
siderable value in enabling him to differentiate 
oils according to burning quality, minute vari- 
ationsin the form of the apparatus and the 
method of operating produce such material 
differences in the results, that I could not hope 
to define, even by the most elaborate descrip- 
tion, a distillation test which would yield con- 
cordant results in the hands of different opera- 
tors. Moreover, my experiments disclosed 
certain apparent inconsistencies in the results, 
some Oils of distinctly different burning quali- 
ties giving similar results in distillation. I was, 
therefore, at a somewhat early stage of the in- 
quiry, led to believe that, in the present state 
of our knowledge of the subject, nothing but a 
practical test of burning the oil in alamp 
would prove satisfactory, and all my latter ex- 
periments have been directed to overcoming 
the difficulties in the way of defining a test of 
this nature with sufficient precision. The va- 
riable nature of the wick is obviously the 
weakest point of such a teat; I accordingly first 
directed my attention to this portion of the 
lamp, and bave arranged a test of capillary 
power which furnishes a means of defining the 
wick to be used. 

The selection of the burner is a matter of 
some difficulty, and I am at present engaged in 
making comparative experiments with the ob- 
ject of determining what form of burner may 
be recommended for the purpose. It is obvious 
that the diameter of the cylindrical oil reser- 
voir determines the rate of depression of the 
oil level, and, therefore, the severity of the 
test, and I do not feel qualified to state what 
relation the area of oil surface should bear to 
the size of the wick without having had more 
experience in the application of the test pro- 
posed. I find that the temperature of the oil 
is a point of great importance in the conduct 
of such a test, and I accordingly propose that 
the lamp reservoir should be maintained at a 
fixed temperature of say 60 deg. Fahr. The 
photometric determinaticn of the amount of 
light afforded by the lamp is the uatural mode 
ofestimating the burning quality of the oil, 
but in the present instance a method more 
easily adopted, and less liable to give mislead- 
ing results, is required. The established prac- 
tice of measuring the size of the flame has not 
always yielded satisfactory results, especially 
in oases where the top of the flame has as- 
sumed an irregular shape, but I have devised 
an arrangement which overcomes the difficul- 
ties hitherto experienced, and removes an ob- 
jection to this method of recording burning 
quality. The arrangement in question, which 
is fully described in the accompanying partic- 
ulars of the test, consists in obtaining, by 
means of a camera, a full-sized image of the 
flame, either on a ruled surface of ground 
glass, on which it can be accurately and easily 
measured, or on a sheet of paper, on which its 
outline can be precisely recorded at various 

stages of the operation of testing. 


An extended experience of the test will 
be needed before such essential points as 
the temperature at which the oil is 
to be maintained, the duration of the test, etc., 
can be definitely decided upon, aud until these 
questions have been settled it is obviously 1m- 
possible to determine the extent of diminution 
of the flame which is to mark the line between 
oils of satisfactory and unsatisfactory burning 
quahty, It must not beexpected that any test 
of this description, even when defined with the 
greatest possible precision, will in all cases give 
strictly comparative results, but I am of opin- 
fon that the test proposed will enable the in- 
spector of petroleum in the United States to 
determine practically whether the oil submit- 
ted to him will meet the requirement of the 
trade in the United Kingeom, With the object 
of providing for the proper construction of the 
apparatus for flame measurement and delinea- 
tion, I considered it expedient to apply for its 
provisional protection under the patents act. 


DESCRIPTION OF A PROPOSED TEST OF THB 
BURNING QUALITY OF PETROLEUM OIL,BY BOV- 
ERTON REDWOOD. 

The apparatus consists of (a) a lamp, (b) a ves- 
sel in which the lamp reservoir and its contents 
are maintained at a fixed temperature, (c) the 
flame measuring and delineating instrument, 
(d@) an arrangement for determining the cap- 
lilary power of the wick used in the lamp. 

(a) The lamp. Is the aczompanying report I 
have stated that Iam: engaged in determining 
by experiment the relative merits of various 
burners for such use, as well as the relation 
which the diameter of the cylindrical oil reser- 
voir should bear to the size of the wick. The 
burners I have chiefly used hitherto are the 
Hincks %-inch single wick burner, and the 
Laidlaw %inch burner. I have found thata 
convenient gauge of the height of the oil Jevel 
at the commencement of the test is a pointed 
wire attached to the under surface of the burn- 
er at the side of the wick tube, and projecting 
vertically downwards. The wick I have prin- 
cipally employed is Morgan’s No. 3 super. The 
lamp is provided with another gauge, consist- 
ing of two vertical wires attached toa ring 
which rests on a gallery surrounding the burn- 
er. This frame serves to insure the image of the 
flame to be measured being of the same size as 

the flame itself. (b) The vessel in which 
the lamp reservoir is maintained at a fixed 
temperature may bea simple tank to hold 
water, in which the lamp, resting on a metal 
tripod, is immersed to the upper edge of the 


oil container. (c) The flame-measuring instru- 
ment consists of a camera 1 ft. 4 in. in length, 
llin.in breadth, and 1 ft. 134 in. in height, 
provided with a simple lens at one end and a 
sheet of ground glass at the other. The cen- 
tral portion of the ground glass is ruled into 
44-in. squares. A sheet of clear glass, with an 
arrangement for holding against it a sheet of 
ruled paper, is substituted for the ground 
glass when it is desired to take a tracing of the 
outline of the flame; or the tracing may be 


made on the surface of a_ piece of 
what is known as “cyclostyle”’ 
paper placed in front of the ground 


giass. The camera may conveniently be at- 
tached to a stand carrying a pedestal (adjusta- 
ble in height) for the reception of the lamp 
when it is removed from the water bath, a 
slight amount of lateral and vertical move- 
ment of the camera being, however, provided 
for. 

The burning quality test is conducted as fol- 
lows: A piece of tested or approved wick, suf- 
ficiently long just to reach to the bottom of 
the oil container when the oil is burning, is 
carefully dried before the fire or otherwise, 
placed in the burner, and at once saturated 
with the oil to be tested. The lamp reservoir 
of clear glass is then placed level on a stand, 
and sufficient of the oil to be tested (which 


should previously have been brought 
to a temperature of say 60 deg 
Fahr.) poured in to just reach to 


the point of the gauge when the burner is 
placed in position. The reservoir should stand 
in front of a window, when the operator can 
distintly see the point of the gauge by looking 
through the side of the reservoir at the surface 
of the oil. The burner being properly placed 
in the collar of the reservoir,the lamp is lighted 
and the wick trimmed until a fame with a 
tolerably even top is obtained. If much time 
is occupied in the trimming, the lamp reservoir 
should again be filled tu the point of the 
gauge. The lamp, with the wire frame resting 
on the gallery, is then placed exactly verti- 
cally in the holder in front of the camera lens, 
and a sheet of white paper or cardboard 
placed behind it. The camera is then 
adjusted so that the image of the vertices] 
wires “registers” with vertical lines traced on 
the ground glass, which are the same distance 
apart as the wires themselves. This adjust- 
ment only requires to be made once if the 
apparatus is so constructed that the various 
parts can be clamped in proper position. The 
wick is then, if necessary, raised or lowered 
until the inverted image of the flame is of the 
prescribed size (about two inches in length 
from the top of the cone, in the case of a wick 
14-16 inch in width). At this stage the outline 
of the flame may be recorded by tracing it with 
a pencil, or pen and ink, on apiece of ruled 
paper placed in front of a sheet of clear glass, 
which is substituted for the ground glass; and 
if desired the paper may be afterwards perfor- 
ated with the electric pen, so that copies of the 
traced outline can be taken. Ora sheet of the 
paper prepared for similar perforation by the 
instrument known as a “‘cyciostyle’’ may be 
employed; and in that case the paper, being far 
less opaque than ordinary paper, or even elec- 
tric-pen paper, may be used in front uf the 
ground glass and perforated with the cyclos- 
tyle without any preliminary tracing of the 
outline. The lamp is then; transferred to the 
vessel (b), and the temperature of the water 
maintained at [say 60 deg. Fahr.] throughout 
the experiment. At the expiration of a given 
number of hours from the time at which the 
test was commenced, and as often at interme- 
diate periods as may be found desirabie, the 
lamp isremoved from the water bath to the 
camera stand, and the flame either simply 
measured, or its outline delineated in the man- 
ner already described. The various tracings 
of the outline as the test progresses 
should for convenience of compari- 
son be made upon the same sheet o 
paper, taking the outline of the cone of the 
lamp as the base line in each instance. In cases 
where a large number of samples have to be 
tested, it may be convenient to place the cam- 
era upon a railway running in front of a long 
trough in which the lamps are burning, as the 
flames can thus be measured and recorded 
without moving the lamps. and the trough may 
have a coil of pipe through which a liquid for 
cooling (or it may be for warming) the water 
flows. 


The method of using the capillary test for 
the wick is as follows: 


A piece of the wick, slightly more than seven 
inches in length, is cut off, carefully dried, cut 
to the exact length of seven inches with sharp 
scissors, and a line marked across one side at a 
distance of two inches and three-quarters from 
one end, The wick is again dried, and at once 
immersed in water-white petroleum oil of sp. 
gr.—say .790 at 60 deg. Fah, The tank being 
placed quite horizontally, water-white petro- 
leum oil of sp. gr. [say .790 at 60 deg. Fahr.] 
previously brought to a temperature of—say 
70 deg. Fahr.—is poured in until the level of 
the oil is exactly an inch and three-quarters 
from the upper surface of the upper glass rod. 
The wick is then arranged on the rods so that 
the line marked across the wick is exactly over 
the center of the upper rod, the ends of the 
wick passing inside the lower rods, and the 
longer portion of the wick hanging clear of the 
front of the tank, while the shorter portion 
dips into the oil. Beneath the longer portion 
of the wick is placed a giass vessel to receive 
the oil drawn from the tank by capillary at- 
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traction. The oilin the tank, and the atmo- 
sphere of the eupboard in which the apparatus 
is placed, are maintained at a temperature of— 
say 70 deg. Fahr.—and the quantity of oil de- 
livered in a given time—say sixty minutes— 
from the falling of the first drop determined by 
weighing. The average of the results of not 
less than three experiments should be taken.—

Controlling the Production of Phos- 
phate Rock. 


The Charleston Phosphate Exchange, which 
suspended operations in September, 1885, is 
about to wind up its affairs and go out of ex- 
istence as an organization. Talking on the sub- 
ject of the dissolution of the Exchange with a 
reporter for the News and Courier of Charles- 
ton, a prominent dealer in phosphates said that 
in his opinion it was a sad blow to tbe phos- 
phate industries in that State. 

“The suspension of the Exchange,” he said, 
“has not made manufactured fertilizers any 
cheaper, but there can be no doubt that the 
market not only has been, but will be material- 
ly affected by the dissolution of the organiza- 
tion: The Exchange has never been entirely 
able to carry out the principles on which 1t was 
proposed to act for the reason that all the phos- 
phate-producing companies in the State were 
never included in the arrangement. The ma- 
rine men were never bound by the rules of the 
Exchange, and very often their independence 
of the Exchange produced results which it was 
the object of the organization to prevent. 

“The object of the Exchange was simply to 
maintain a uniform average price and to keep 
the phosphate business on a healthy footing. 
Before the formation of the Exchange there 
was always either too much or not enough of 
phosphate on the market. It is well known 
just what amount of the material ie needed by 
the country at large, and the idea of the Ex- 
change was to regulate the production in ac- 
cordance with the demand, and to keep the 
price at a proper average all the time. Owing, 
however, to the fact that the marine rock com- 
panies would not enter into the agreement for 
the equalization of demand and supply, and 
kept on producing and flooding the market 
with the raw material, the market was subject 
te constant fluctuation, In every case this was 
followed by acrash in prices. The necessary 
result of this was a reaction which sent the 
rock up to the skies. Under ove such reaction 
the price went up to $9 per tou. This was, of 
course, preceded by a period in which the price 
nad been checked by overproduction and con- 
sequent inactivity. Nine dollars a ton is just 
about double the present price. 

“You can readily see that it would be better 
for all concerned, except the manufacturers of 
fertilizers, that there should be a stated and 
well regulated price than that the business 
should be exposed to such violent ups and 
downs. The Exchange struggled fora long 
time with these difficulties and at last went by 
the board. It may seem somewhat singular, 
but it is the fact all the same, that the cost of 
the manufactured product is about the same to 
the farmer, no matter what may be the state 
of the production. For instance, on account of 
the vast quantities of rock that are being of- 
fered forsale the crude rock is worth about 
two dollars less than it was last year. Yet the 
price to the farmer is about the same as it was 
last year. The price of the fertilizer appears 
to be affected by freights and expenses attend- 
ing ita transportation from the manufactories. 
As a general rule the cutting of rates in phos- 
phate rock does not inure to the benefit of the 
man who makes the cotton or other article of 
agricultural produce. 

“The market will never be regulated as the 
marketsof other commodities are except by 
the reduction of supply and demand toa ra- 
tional basis, This can only be done by an Ex- 
change, such as we have had, or some other 
organization with like purposes. In fact, I un- 
derstand that the Exchange will be reorganized, 
or that a new one is to take its place.” 

Taking these remarks as a cue, the reporter 
endeavored to find out if there was to bea re- 
sumption of business by the Exchange. One 
of its officials however, said that he had not 
heard of sucha scheme, and did not know of 
any effort being made in any other direction to 
thatend. Notwithstanding this fact, it is not 
atall unlikely that some such business Ex- 
change will be formed, and that some means 
will be devised for the proper direction ofa 
business so important as that of the phosphate 
industries of the State. * 
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“Otto” vs. “Steel.” 


The important case of Otto vs. Steel which 
has been fought for sixteen days before Mr. 
Justice Pearson in the chancery division of the 
High Court of Justice, London, England,ended 
on Dec. 19th, with judgment for the plaintiff. 
There was a formidable array of counsel and 
scientific witnesses for the prosecution, con- 
sisting of five lawyers and three scientific 
witnesses, and the other side was also ably 
represented. The point at issue was the valid- 
ity of Dr. Otto’s patent of 1876 which was 
strongly contested for already in Otto vs. Lin- 
ford, some years ago, and then decided in favor 
of the well known inventor. Tse defendant 
admitted that his engine was an infringement 
of the “Otto” patent and if it were valid he 
was liable under the statute. The defendant 
sought to invalidate the first claim in particu- 
lar of objections not dealt with in the forme 
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case against. Linford. From the plain evidence 
furnished by the scientific witnesses the judge 
decided that the first claim is strictly accurate 
according to Dr. Otto’s specifications. He also 
concluded that the mixture when fixed is as 
specified by Dr. Otto, and has exactly the effect 
which he describes in his first claim; that his 
invention has not been anticipated by any of 
the specifications which have been put in be- 
fore him, and that therefore, Dr. Otto’s patent 
is a solid and good patent. 

The defendant was given one month within 
which his engines should be given up. A 
petition for having the injunction suspended 
fora longer term was refused on the ground 
that this action was the second in which the 
court had declared in favor of the patent. 

EE  ——— 
A Petroleum Steamer. 

A correspondent writes from Odessa, Decem- 
ber 21: “‘Sveat’ is the Russian for light, and 
that word has been appropriately chosen as the 
name of a steamer just arrived here, which has 
been constructed for the Russian Steam Navi- 
gation and Trading Company expressly for the 
conveyance of petroleum in bulk from Baku to 
Odessa. It wes built and its engines and ma- 
chinery were made at the well known ship- 
building establishment of Motala, Goteburg, 
in Sweden. It is 286 feet long, 3644 feet wide, 
and draws 18 feet of water when fully loaded. 
Its engines are of 1100 indicated horse-power, 
and its ordinary speed 114 knots an hour. On 
the upper fore deck are quarters for officers 
and men. Next follow the pumping apparatus 
for introducing the petroleum into the vessel 
and afterwards discharging it. The whole of 
the middle part of the body of the vessel is 
taken up with sixteen cisterns or tanks, ex- 
pressly adapted to hold kerosine, arranged in 
two rows of eight cisterns ina row. Each cis- 
tern will contain 106,000 poods, that is, 580,000 
gallons about. Outside each row of cisterns is 
&@ passage or corridor, and Letween the under 
part of the lower range of cisterns and the bot- 
tom of the steamer is a vacant space to admit 
the possibility of at all times examining the 
state ofthe cisterns from underneath them. 
All the cisterns of both rows have an opening 
into them on the upper deck. At the lower 
part of the steamer, outside the cisterns, isa 
pipe 12 inchesin diameter, connecting in con- 
junction with other pipes, the pumping ma- 
chinery with the whole of the cisterns. In or- 
der to prevent the accumulation of gases in 
the corridors running alongside the cisterns, 
sixteen large sized ventilating tubes are pro- 
vided. Eight of these introduce air from with- 
out, and eight withdraw the gas from the cor- 
ridors. In addition to these arrangements 
there are three cisterns for water ballast. In 
the stern, beyond the cisterns, are boxes 
capable of holding 200 tons of coal. 
They are so constructed as to be 
able to hold naphtha should it be 
decided to employ that article instead of coal 
in the ship’s furnaces. Beyond these coal 
boxes are the boilers, and in the very stern of 
the vessel its engines. On the right are an en- 
gineers’ shop and an engineers’ store room. 
The kerosene cisterns are separated at both 
ends, on the right from the pumping apparatus 
and at the stern from the coal boxes, by safety 
cisterns, which intersect the vessel from one 
side to the other. They are made expressly to 
hold water, and for that reason their plates are 
two feet thick. The pumping machinery Is 
furnished with a controlling apparatus (or 
gauge), connected with the kerosene cisterns 
by means of pipes, which show at any moment 
how much kerosene is in a given cistern. The 
Sveat is adapted for ocean as well as inland sea 
voyages, and is said to have behaved capitally 
during storms both in she German Ocean and 
in the Black sea during its voyage from Sweden 
to Odessa. It cost the Russian Steam Naviga- 
tion and Trading Company 375,000 roubles, in- 
cluding 15,000 roubles for Russian customs 
duties. And although there are many similar 
vessels to this to be seen any day on the Cas- 
pian Sea and on the river Volga, yet the Sveat 
is probably destined to be the pioneer of sister 
ships for the petroleum-carrying trade of the 
Black Sea.”’

In the chemical market the week has been 
very quiet and almost without any transac- 
tions to report. The buying for 1886 does not 
seem to haye commenced and consumers bave 
an ample stock for their present wants. Car 
bonated soda ash continues scarce on the spot, 
especially Newcastle makes, but as there are 
several steamers on way to this and other 
ports with full cargoes, an abundant supply 
may be expected within a few days. Caustic 
soda is dull and the same may be said of sal 
soda. Bleaching powder is in fair stock with a 
good jobbing demand for spot goods, with 
small inquiries for contracts over the year. 
Nitrate soda steady while brimstone is higher 
for shipment. The other articles are 
all steady and few changes are. re- 
ported, as noted below. The London 
Ledger in speaking of the market, says:

Foreign selling at Js 654d@I1s 7d on spot, and to 
arrive at Is 65¢44d; English held at Is 744d per lb.

Caustic soda is without improvement; 70 per

Sal 
ammoniac selling at 37s for first and 35s per cwt 
for second quality. Muriate easier; gray at 
£26 per ton, and refined »t £37 per ton. Carbo- 
nate held at 5d per lb. Sulphate has been in 
demand and largo sales made, good gray 24 per 
cent at £10 108, white £13 on spot, grayfob 
Hull closing at £10 12s 6d@10 15s per tor. Alum 
steady. Lump, tierces and half tierces at £5, 
burrels £5 2s 6d; ground, tierces £6, half tierces, 
barrels or bags £6 5s per ton. Bleaching pow- 
der has been very firm at £6 10s@7 per ton. 
Acetate, market bare. Arsenic flat; powdered 
£9 58, lump £20 per ton. Copperas held at 428 
6d@46s per ton for Welsh and Lancashire. 
Lead: Sugar hardening. white at £26103 per 
ton, and brown at £18 per ton, 


Heavy Chemicais. 


Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent, of the vari- 
ous Liverpool brands for prompt delivery, is 
quite scarce, consequently holders are firm in 
their pretensions for spot stocks when buyers 
are compelled to purchase to cover current 
wants. For lots on way and for future ship- 
ments, values continue steady at previous fig- 
ures. The sales comprise 130 tons un the spot 
and to arrive at 1 35@13¢0, also 25 tons of Kurtz 
at 140@1 45c, as toquantity. High test is some- 
whatirregular as regards price, and several 
low sales have been made by outside holders, 
who have a surplus on hand at the moment. 
We note the sale of 50 tons of Hutchinson's in 
Philadelphia at 1 22}¢c f o b, which from all re- 
ports cannot pay a very large margin of profit 
totheimporter. The demand here bas been 
light, with prices nominally quoted at 14@ 
130c, as to brand, quantity and holder, with 
gales of 75 tons reported within the range. 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent of the various 
Liverpool makes has been very dull since our 
last report, only small sales such as current 
wants may require are being made. Very few 
contracts for future delivery are reported, as 
buyers asa rule prefer to take their chances 
and buy as their wants may require. In the 
absence of any active demand valuesare nomi- 
nally quoted at 130@I1 31340 as to brand and 
holder. High test is in the same position, with 
14@1 80c nominally quoted for the various 
brands. 

New Castle soda ash 48 per cent, as noted in 
our last, continues very scarce for prompt de- 
livery. This, however, will soon be righted, as 
there are several steamers on way not only to 
this port but Philadelphia and Boston as well. 
With these arrivals at hand prices are expected 
to drop to their former level. The demand at 
the moment is not active, and in order to place 

round lots holders have to make some conces- 
sion or otherwise store them upon arrival, as 
buyers so far are very conservative in their 
purchases, and rarely do they exceed their 
current wants, For lots afloat and for ship- 
ment during January, February and March 
the price ranges from 1 2744@1 30c as to brand, 
quantity and date of shipment, with sales of 
176 tons reported within the range. There is 
ne change in the position of high test; even 
though stocks on the spot are about exhausted 
there is sufficient on way to meet all demands, 
consequently prices continue about the same 
as previously. For lots to arrive i}4c isthe 
general quotation, at which only a moderate 
demand is reported, 

Alkali 36 per cent is meeting with only a light 
demand at 1 25@1 30c, as to make and holder. 
For lots on way, however, they are obtainable 
at 1 15@1 20c, as to make and quantity. There 
has been an improved demand for B M 48 per 
cent, which is in good stock at the moment. 
The scarcity of other makes of soda ash for 
prompt delivery, has turned the attention of 
buyers to this article. The sales comprise 150 
ons at 1 30@I1 32}¢0, as to quantity. For tuture 





delivery there have been several contracts 
placed within the range. For high test BM 
there has been a good consumptive demand in 
progress, which has very materially reduced 
present stocks. The sales comprise 275 tons 
both for prompt and forward delivery, at 
prices ranging from 1 30@1 #2e, as to quantity 
and date of delivery. There have been several 
arrivals of *“‘Bureka” during the week, not only 
here but at Boston also. It is reported that 
sales have been made at 144c, although 1 30c is 
the general quotation. The other high test 
refined alkalies are held steady at 140@Ii 50c, 
with only a limited demand, 


Since our last there have been several arri- 
vals of bleaching powder which have relieved. 
the market to some extont. Consequently 
values are somewhat easier than when we last 
reviewed this market. There has been a fair 
consumptive trade passing at prices ranging 
from 1 55@15éc as to brand, test and holder— 
the sales aggregating 175 casks within the 
range, There are all sorts of rumors cufrent 
about what the syndicate abroad will do, the 
latest proposal is, we learn, under the consid- 
eration of the makers of bleaching powder, by 
which the whole production of that article in 
the kingdom will be sold through one broker. 
We doubt very much if this can be accomplish- 
ed and give it for what it is worth. For lote 
on way from Newcastle to this port and Phila- 
delphia, saies have been at 1}¢c, as holders pre- 
fer to accept this price rather than take their 
chances of the weather or of obtaining better 
prices upon arrival. 


Caustic soda 60 per cent under reports of an 
easier market abroad is very dull at the mo 
ment and is nominally quoted at 265@2 Tic as 
to brand, quantity and holder. For high test 
there is almost no demand beyon:! what cur- 
rent wants may require, as buyersare under 
the impression that they will be able to pur- 
chase their spring wants at a lower figure than 
is quoted at present, hence very little new busi- 
ness is reported for future shipments. The 
sales comp:ise 150 dms on the spot at prices 
ranging from 244@2 55c as to brand and quan- 
tity, also 60 dms of 76 per cent at 3@3 05c as to 
quantity. 

Sal soda English has been in better Geynand 
for prompt delivery, as the non-arrival of 
steamers on way has caused buyers to supply 
themselves from lots in store. The sales com- 
prise 75 tons at 95@97}4c. For future shipments 
and lots on way there bas been a good demand 
with sales of 150 tons reporied at 8734@90c as to 
brand, q uantity and holder. 


Sal soda American is meeting with an im- 
proved demand, the recent reduction in price 
by the manufacturors having stimulated trade 
toaconsiderable extent. The sales comprise 
200 tons at prices ranging from 90@95c f o b less 
1% per cent for cash as to make and style of 
package. 

Saltcake at the moment is in light request; 
the reports of an easier market abroad restricts 
trade to a considerable extent. The price ranges 
trom 60@65c as totest,quantity and date of ship- 
ment. Domestic makes remain steady at 65@ 
70c as to make and date of delivery with only 
limited quantities being offered at the moment, 
as nearly all of them are well sold up for the 
present, 

Granulated crystals and carbonate of soda 
have been rather dull during the week; ouly 
small sales are reported at prices ranging from 
1 60@1 75c as to quantity and make. 
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Acids. 


Acetic acid is jobbing freely for this season 
of the year. Consumers have been drawing 
quite largely on their contracts. The sales 
eomprise 70,000 lbs at prices ranging from 14@ 
2c as to make and quantity. 

Oxalic acid at the moment, under a limited 
demand, is weaker, although at the close val- 
ues are somewhat stronger as several cheap 
lots have been placed from dock at jc. The 
sales comprise 15 casks at prices ranging from 
7@7\4c as to brand and quantity. 

Tartaric acid is meeting with only a light de- 
mand. Even though the price of citric has 
been advanced, no change in values is reported 
since our last review. 

There has only been a moderate demand for 
the various grades of acids during the week. 
The unpleasant weather no doubt has affected 
the trade to a more or less extent, as buyers 
are only purchasing to cover current wants. 
Sulphuric acid 60 per cent is jobbing fairly well 
at 1 10@1 26c as to quantity. Bulk acid has been 
in better request for forward delivery with sev- 
eral contracts reported at prices within the 
range of our quotations, For prompt deliyery 
there is a fair demand with prices steady at 
$9@12 50 per ton f o b as to quantity and date 
of delivery, Nitric and muriatic acids are 
meeting with the usual consumptive demand 
with priees steady and unchanged,

There have been several arrivals of arsenic 
during the week; consequently the market has 
been very much depressed. Besides this all of 
the large consumers are well stocked for the 
present; hence, low prices do not tempt them 
to buy. Offers of 2c have been solicited for 
round lots from dock, without takers; conse- 
quently about 1,200 kegs were placed in store to 
further inorease the already increasing stocks. 
There are several jotse on way which are pro- 
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curable at 2 05@2 10c, as to quantity and brand. 
The sales comprise 150 kegs in jobbing orders 
from dock at 2 05@2 10c, and 50 kegs from store 
at 244@2!40 as to brand and holder. Red arsenic 
is steady at 644@6%c, as to quantity and style 
of packing. 

Brimstone continues to arrive quite freely 
but as it comes to strong holders values con-+ 
tinue steady at $23from dock and $2350 for 
store parcels. Future shipments are firm at 
$22 50@22%5 for best unmixed seconds and 
$21 50 for thirds, with only a limited demand. 
Mr Gaetano Ainis in his circular under date of 
Messina Jan 8 says: *‘A firmer tone has pre- 
vailed since the middle of December; such rise 
can only be attributed to bear sales—the ex- 
portation and orders being very limited, whilst 
stocks are increasing.” 

Copperas, as is usual at this period of the 
year, is very quiet; Rather more inquiry is re- 
ported for future delivery, but no contracts of 
importance are reported. For spot lots 85@20c 
is asked as to make and quantity, while for fu- 
ture delivery 65@70c is generally quoted. 

The demand for cream tartar is not as brisk 
as it might be, still manufacturers do not com- 
plain as very few of them have any surplus 
stocks at the moment. There have been sev- 
eral small contracts placed for forward delivery 
at 3444@356c for crytals and 35@36c for powdered 
as to quantity. 

Nitrate soda is not active although there is a 
fair consumptive demand in progress at 2%4@ 
2 45 as to quantity and holder, with sales of 1200 
bags reported within the range. For shipments 
on way they are quoting 2 3244@2 35c as to date 
of shipment. Messrs Huth & Co, in their circu- 
lar under date of Valparaiso, November 27th, 
say: “At the meetings held at Iquique on the 
16th and 23d inst the pending difficulties have 
been satisfactorily and definitely arranged, and 
as for the present the increase of production 
resolved upon by the committee wiil not ex- 
ceed a total of 10 millions of quintals, and as 
stocks on the coast by the end of the year will 
be next to nothing, we may expect an active 
demand for next year’s sailings. Two cargoes 
of 95 per cent for January sailing have already 
been disposed of at respectively $3 35@3 40 per 
quintal,whilst for immediate delivery consider- 

ably higher prices have been conceded. We 
quote to-day, for December sailings $355 per 
quintal 95 per cent, which, with 344 per cent 
commission, 2-6d exchange, and freight to 
Liverpool 22s 6d, corresponds to about 10s 0.10d; 
ditto United Kingdom 10s 1.60d per hundred- 
weight cf.” 

There is no change in the position of salt- 
peter since our last report. There is only a 
moderate jobbing trade in progress with prices 
steady at 47%4@51¢c as to quantity and holder. 

There is only a limited demand at the moment 
for either white or brown sugar of lead. Values 
however continue steady at previous quota- 
tions. 
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Philadelphia Chemical Market. 


PHILADELPAIA, Jan, 25, 1886. 

The absence of an active demand continues 
the feature of the chemical market. The bad 
weather and the attending trouble to move 
beavy goods have probably kept buyers from 
taking hold excepting when absolutely neces- 
gary and then only in small quantities. The 
arrivals continue in a limited way with the ex- 
ception of soda ash, which has come to hand 
freely; but most of it, however, goes into im- 
mediate consumption on contracts, leaving no 
great amount pressing on the market. Stocks 
are light and prices have undergone only tri- 
fling fluctuations. 

Carbonated soda ash, Liverpool 48 per cent, 
is only selling ina moderate way, as most of 
the larger consumers are sepplied with what- 
ever they may require, and the jobbing trade 
confining themselves to buying only when ab- 
solutely necessary. For spot goods | 40@1 4ic 
are the ruling figures, while to arrive 1374@ 
1 42}¢c will buy, as to brand and quantity. 58 
per cent is in limited demand, and the few trans- 
actions have been at figures previously re- 
ported. Newcastle 48 per cent is scarce on spot 
and firmly held at 135@140c. To arrive the 
parcels now nearly due are well sold up, and 
what little remains can be had at 1 35@1 37}¢c. 
possibly 1 32}4c on offer. For shipments little 
or nothing is being done. Caustic soda ash 
48 per cent is selling in a jobbing way 
on spot at 140@145c, while for large 
lots 137%%e would be accepted. To 
arrive 1 37}4@1 40c is quoted and 1 35 might buy, 
but we hear of no sales being made, The de- 
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mand for caustic soda, 60 per cent, has fallen 
off, but asthe stock is not large holders con- 
tinue to name 2 7144@2 85c for spot goods and 
2 76@? 80c to arrive. 70 per cent has been expe- 
riencing a small jobbing trade and is being 
supplied at 2 60@265c. To arrive 2 574@2 62}4c 
is generally named. 74and 76 per cent have 
been offered during the week at lower figures, 
but on accuunt of buyers having full stocks 
they were not sufficiently inducive to get them 
to take hold. Sal soda is quiet on spot and 
fimriy held at 1 074%@1 12c, owing to the arti- 
cle being somewhat scarce. To arrive 924@ 
97}¢0 is quoted, and holders are firmer in their 
views owing to having disposed of a greater 
portion of their lots now on the way. Refined 
alkali, 36 per cent, is dull on spot and held at 
125@1 300. To arrive a fair demand is reported 
at 1 15@1 20c as to quantity. B M, 48 per cent, 
is scarce on spot, and owing to the activity re- 
cently experienced there is nothing obtainable 
from first hands. To arrive little remains un- 
sold and for this holders are naming 1 37}44@ 
142k¢c. BM, 58 per cent, is also in light stock 
and firmly held on spot at 140@1 47}¢c, with 
sales within the range. To arrive the parcels 
on way are all sold and shipments are obtaina- 
ble at 1374 @1 42kc Bleaching powders in the 
early part of the week were scarce and nothing 
to be had under 17(@1 75c. The arrivals of the 
week have supplied immediate wants however, 
and some to spare, which can be had at 165@

named, with a stray possibility of an offer of 
160c leading to business.

Market. 

We are indebted to,Mr. Hamilton H. Salmon 
of this city, for the following complete annual 
review of the above market. 

The present year opened with a full stock 
and prices fluctuated between 1 62}4@1 65c in 
consequence thereof, but consumers only pur- 
chased for immediate wants, they still being 
distrustful of the ability of the syndicate to 
hold together, thereby regulating the output 
and prices they thus neglected to contract for 
their jfuture wants; the effect was that after 
the stock had been absorbed and their wants 
increased during March, April and May, they 
were compelled in consequence of the inad- 
equacy of the supplies, topay from 1765 <up to 
2c, whilst all this time the syndicate’s agent 
maintained his regular contract price for or- 
ders for shipment at 1 67}44@1 70c, as it is the de- 
sire of the syndicate as far as possible to keep 
a regular uniform price. Since May, however, 
the prices have been very uniform, ranging 
from 1 65c to 167i¢c, and the year closes with 
nothing in port unsold and only about 300 tons 
instore. The receipts of muriate during 1884 
and 1885, in the three principal ports, were as 
follows:

There was alsv received in the port of New 
York, 18°5, 650 tons 68-70 per cent. muriate, 
7,525 tons manure salt and sulphate of potash. 

There has been a much larger quantity of 
muriate consumed in the Southern States this 
year than formerly, and whilst in 1884 and 
previously they drew their supplies from New 
York, this year the shipments were made 
direct from Germany, which accounts for the 
small increase in receipts to this port, whilst it 
is generally known that the consumption is 
now larger than it has ever been, and the out- 
look is encouraging for a still larger increase 
the coming year. 

In this connection I would ask your atten- 
tion to the admirable and exhaustive report 
just issued by the New Jersey Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station No. 38 at New Brunswick in 
reference to the results of experiments in 
growing sugar cane by the applieation of dif- 
terent chemical fertilizers, showing conclu- 
sively that the best form of potash in its effec- 
tiveness was the No. 1 muriate of potash, 
thereby upsetting the heretotore conceived 
idea and theory that high grade sulphate was 
the essential element in the cultivation of the 
sugar cane. I would also call the attention of 
the trade to a very high test of muriate, highiy 
calcined and finely ground, especially adapted 
to fertilizers, which tests 97 to 98 per cent., or 
about 62 per cent. actual potash, whilst same 
test sulphate only contains about 52 per cent. 
We can, however, furnish any degree of analy- 
sis from 80 to 98 per cent. according to the 
wishes of purchasers, 

KAINIT. 
There has been considerable fluctuations dur- 





ing the year in accordance with the supply and 
demand,opening at about $7 per ton,advancing 
during February, March and April from $8 to 
$10, then declining in June, when $6 75 was 
reached. In August and September sales were 
made as low as $650. Since then prices have 
fluctuated from $7 to $775, closing with no 
stock on hand at $7 25@7 50, with sellers to ar- 
rive at $7 25. The syndicate of mines have ad- 
vanced prices from Ist January, 1886, 5 pfenigs 
per 50 kilos, or about 24 cents per ton. The re- 
ceipts have been as follows:

Baltimore 
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Lime as a Fertilizer. 
(By B. Puryear, L.L. D., Professor of Chemis- 
try in Richmond College. ] 

Lime, in variable quantities, is found in all 
productive soiJs, and in the ash of all plants. 
The ash of corn contains of lime 0.1 per cent, 
the ash of potatoes 18 per cent, the ash of 
wheat 2.9 per cent, the ash of oats 4.9 per cent» 
the ash of wheat straw 8.5 per cent, the ash of 
turnips 13.6 per cent, the ash of hay 22.9 per 
cent, the ash of tobacco 87 per cent. 

The most abundant compound of lime in na- 
ture is the carbonate, a compound of carbonic 
acidandlime. It is known, according to its 
physical properties, under a great variety of 
names. Stalactite, stalagmite, calcite, tufe, 
Iceland spar, limestone, marble, oolite, oyster 
shells and the shells of the eggs of birds and 
domestic fowls, are al omly forms of carbonate 
oflime. From the carbonate of lime, or cal- 
cium carbonate as it is now called, we obtain 
allourlime. When we subject carbonate of 
lime to high heat, carbonic acid is expelled, 
and caustic lime or quick lime is left. Lime 
thus obtained is called caustic lime for the suf- 
ficient reason that it is caustic. It is a power- 
ful disorganizer. If we wrap up apiece of 
lime in a rag, the texture of the cloth is 
promptly destroyed, and the rag will soon be- 
come 60 rotted as to fall to pieces by its own 
weight. If upon 100 pounds caustic lime we 
pour 32 pounds water, the lime swells up, the 
lumps tumble down into a dry impalpable 
powder, fully as dry as before the application 
of the water. The water has entirely disap- 
peared; what has become of it? It has entered 
into chemical union with the lime and formed 
the new compound, hydrated or slaked lime, 
every molecule of lime taking up a molecule 
of water. Water, therefore, in combining with 
caustic lime changes its state, passing from the 
liquid state to the solid. Whenever liquids 
pass into the solid state, heat is evolved, Hence 
the heat developed in the process of slaking 
lime. It all comes out of the water, and comes 
out of the water because the water ceases to 
exist as water, but becomes a part of the solid 
hydrated lime. 

Lime, like potash and soda, but more feebly, 
is alkaline in its reactions. It neutralizes acids 
by combining with them and forming new 
compounds, which display neither acid nor 
alkaline properties. 

Again. If quick lime be exposed to the at- 
mosphere, it abstracts in like manner moisture 
from the atmosphere and falls in a fine powder. 
On further exposure it loses all its alkaline and 
corrosive properties, it becomes indeed what is 
expressively called mild lime. It hasreally lost 
its properties by combining with carbonic acid 
of the atmosphere, and so forming the carbon- 
ate of lime, the same compound from which 
the caustic lime was originally obtained. But 
the mechanical condition is vastly different, a 
point in agriculture of the highest importance. 
The original carbonate of lime from which the 
lime was obtained was a hard rock; the carbo- 
nate of lime obtained by the action of the at- 
mosphere on quick Jime is an impalpable pow- 
der. 

The chief value of lime, it is generally sup- 
posed, is due to its caustic and disorganizing 
power. When a large amount of vegetation is 
turned under, the application of lime is indi- 
cated to hasten its rotting or decompvsition. 
Lime makes the buried vegetation promptly 
and fully available by causing it to decompose 
completely during the growing season, for it is 
available as plant food only after its decompo- 
sition. And just here a mistake is not unfre- 
quently made. When the amount of vegeta- 
tion turned under is scant, it will rot and be 
assimilated during the growing seagon and 
sometimes, perhaps, before the crops ure ma- 
tured. The application of lime under such cir- 
cumstances is hurtful. It so hastens vegetable 
decomposition that the supply of the products 

of this decomposition become exhausted or 
ruinously scant before the crops are matured. 

Lime neutralizes acids Ly combining with 
them, destroying their properties and losing 
itsown. When the stomach is too acid the 
doctor prescribes lime water. Lime corrects 
the acidity of the stomach because it combines 
with, and bence neutralizes, the acids of the 
stomach. For a reason precisely identical, 
lime is prescribed for sour soils. Our crops 
will not grow in sour soils, and some soils are 
always sour. Let ussee. When a soil is always 
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saturated with water the air does not strike 
down into it and decompose its vegetation. 
The water saturating the soil excludes the at- 
mosphere, Natural decomposition of vegeta- 
ble matter is therefore prevented, and certain 
vegetable acids, injurious to our crops, are 
always formed. When marsh lands are re- 
claimed lime is always in order, both to hasten 
the decomposition of heavy vegetation gener- 
ally present under such circumstances, and to 
correct the acidity of the soil. It is true that 
when such lands are drained these vegetable 
acids will be destroyed, as the air strikes down, 
but not immediately. The farmer wishes to get 
the benefit of the costly ditches and first sea- 
son, but he cannot without the liberal use of 
lime. 

Lime applied in the caustic state soon slakes, 
falis into a powder as it takes moisture from 
the atmosphere, and at length takes on the 
form Of carbonate of lime, but in a state of 
minute mechanical division. The admixture, 
even in small quantities, of this loose, pulveru- 
lent carbonate of lime with clayey soils renders 
them less sticky and tenacious, therefore less 
liable to heave in cold weather, and makes 
them more open and friable,and hence more 
manageable. In clayey soils this isa very im- 
portant effect of the application of lime. 

Lime favors the decomposition not of organ- 
ic matter only, but also of inorganic com- 
pounds. For instance, feldspar and mica—both 
found in granite—contain silica combined 
sometimes with potash, and sometimes with 
soda. Lime applies to soils slowly decomposes 
their silicates by combining with silica, and 
setting free potash with soda, whicn are freely 
soluble, for the use of growing crops, and so 
the available amount of potash and soda in the 
soil is increased by the application of lime. 

Canstic lime is thought also to do a valuable 
service in destroying from the soil destructive 
insects and their eggs. 
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Washington County Oil Mysteries. 


Washington is getting to be quite an oil field 
if mystifying wells has anything to do with it. 
The Gordon No 2, the McClane, the Montgom- 
ery and the Smith are all worked as niysteries” 
The former has run several bits in the sand" 
and while there has undoubtedly been an in- 
crease in the production from the lower sand, 
it is not believed to be in such quantities as to 
make this well nearly so good as the No 1 of the 
same name. The Montgomery and McClane 
are not supposed to be yet in the Gordon sand. 
The Smith, doing 350 barrels per day regularly, 
isa mystery only as to the sand from which it 
is throwing out oil. Whether the oi] was got in 
the fifty-foot or the Gordon sand is as much a 
mystery to-day as it was when first struck. 

Wilson McClane has leased three-fourths of 
an acre of his farm for $600. It is situated in 
South Strabane township, not a great distance 
from the Smith well, and is so located that it 
will drain oil trom under the properties of 
Wilson, Anderson, Montgemery and Humbert. 
On this account it is considered so valuable. 
The new grounds uf the Western Pennsylvania 
Agricultural Society were leased this morning, 
forty-two acres, for $4,200, or $100 per acre, and 
an eighth royalty. The property is within a 
short distance of the Gordon wells, and two 
miles or more southwest of the Smith. 

F. J. Vandegrift & Co., operating largely in 
Washington county, have extended thelr oper- 
ations into Greene county. They have located 
a well on the W. 8. Hughes farm, on Wheeling 
creek, Jackson township. The rig is already 
being erected andthe machinery has already 
been ordered. Drilling will progress as rapidly 
as possible. The well at Crab Apple is down 
300 feet. 

J. M. Guffey & Co., Pittsburg, have leased a 
large amount of land in Richill township and 
in the vicinity of Jollytown. They are also ex- 
tending their operations into Dodridge county , 
W. Va. 

Phillips & Co. are sinking two wells near the 
Tanner well, on the John Long farm. When 
they have been drilled in they will reopen the 

Ross No. 1, near Dunkard. The Ross was 
drilled during the first oil excitement in the 


Dunkard district years ago. Its first day’s 
production was 150 barrels.etIn the course of 
time it played out, it is believed by being 
clogged, and when cleaned out may prove a 
good well once more. The rig is already built,

TUESDAY EVENING, Jan. 26, 1886. 

The improvement in general trade in dyes 
and dyestuffs continues, but during the past 
week, owing to the stormy and disagreeable 
weather, the gain has been slight. A very good 
feeling obtains, and the outlook is pronounced 
on all hands to be very promising. The market 
presents few new features, and apart from the 
advance in cutch and gambier there is little of 
speci .1 interest to write about. There is a slight 
weakness in prussiate of potash, and Sicily 
sumac has sold at slightly lower figures, while 
cochineal,nutgalls and indigo remain very firm. 
The demand for aniline colors is growing bet- 
ter, and there isa little more inquiry for ex- 
tracts. Upon the whole, the market presents a 
steady tone, and as the quotations now ruling 
are considered very low, better prices generally 
are looked for when the demand quickens more 
decidedly. 

Alizarine comes in for a moderate share of 
attention: but there has been no marked im- 
provement in the demand. Quotations are 
unchanged. Alizarine assistant is quiet and 
unchanged. The quotations range from 10@ 
20c,asto brand and strength. Small sales of 
soluble oil are making at 6@8c. 

Aniline colors have sold fairly during the 
past week, though the demand is far from ac- 
tive, and is entirely for jobbing quantities to 
supply current wants. 

Cochineal is very firm and isin limited re- 
quest, but no movement of considerable pro- 
portions would be possible owing to the small 
supply. Since we last wrote 26 bags gray- 
blacks have sold at 38c and 25 bags blacks at 
5c. There have been no sales of silvers except 
possibly in one or two bag lota, This grade is 
very scarce and controlled by second hands, 
there being only about 25 bags held by an im- 
porter, and this is out of the market. The 
nominal quotation for silvers is 32@34c. 

Cutch is higher, the market beginning to ad- 
vance shortly after the date of our last. The 
demand continues moderate, the higher prices 
checking the inclination of buyers te secure 
stocks. During the week there have been sales 
of 750 bags diamond 8 M on the spot at 64@ 
6iéo, the latter figure being now generally ask- 
ed for spot lots. Of Star B 250 boxes have sold 
on the spot at 6440. The demand for shipments 
has resulted in sales of 500 bags Diamond 8S M, 
January-February at 6c. March-April ship- 
ments are held at 644@6i4c for Diamond B M, 
and it is reported that there is very little ob- 
tainable for those months, 

Divi divi has sold to the extent of 26 tons at 
& price not mad public. The nominal quota- 
tion is $45, but this price is shaded. 

Dyewood extracts are in moderate demand, 
but the inquiry is improving, and with more 
settled weather a good business is expected. 
Prices remain steady and unchanged. 

Gambier co1.tinues very firm with an upward 
inclination but business is restricted.The Patri- 
cian has not yet finished discharging but it is 
expected the last lot of gam bier will be taken 
out of her to-day, There will then be nothing 
offering on the spot except from store. The 
sales since our last have amounted to about 
250 bales ex-Patrivian at 444@5cand these figures 
are asked for the remainder of the stock on 
this vessel, but only a littie of it will be sold at 
4%c, the bulk of the small quantity remaining 
being held at $0, The store price is very firm 
at 5}4@5}ec, but no sales at toese figures are re- 
ported. Seven hundred bales have sold to ar- 
rive by the Eclipse and Willie Reed at 4%c and 
this price would secure a little more stock 
from these vessels. In our editorial comments 
last week upon the position of gambier we 
stated that the Lizzie H had been delayed and 
would not arrive unti] May ist. We should 
have said that she is now due the Ist of Febru- 
ary instead of the middie of January, as at first 
expected. 

Indigo continues quiet but the market is 
strong. The high grades towards the close of 
the Calcutta sales were weaker, but the sorts 
taken generally for the American market 
realized full previous rates. So far 5,500 cases 
have been shipped from Calcutta to the United 
States and this is now beginning to arrive, 12 
cases having come to hand since our last. An 
improvement in the demand is expected. 
Messrs F W Heilgers & Co, under date of Cal- 
cutta, Dec 21, 1885, report the results of the 
four public sales, occurring. between the 14th 
and 2lst ult, There were 3800 chesta sold. The 
scale of prices of Tirhoote generally showed no 
change, though chances were offered now and 
then to buy below previous prices, The mid- 
diing and ordinary middling sorts, of which 
the offered quantity was relatively small, again 
advanced. The finer grades were comparatively 
the cheaper. Oudes were in brisk demand and 
advanced 5 to 10 rupees. The arrivals of Oudes 
were exceptionally small for the time of year 
and gave rise to fears that the crop had been 
over-estimated. Rumoreven spoke of a re- 
duced outturn of 5000 mounds. The total ship- 
ments to December 2lst were 9710 chests, of 
which 2684 were for the United States. 

Nutgalls continue very firm with the tenden- 
cy indicating still higher prices. The de-
